Bias against business is charged 
Chamber VP cites assessors’ ‘contempt’

Staff Writer 
NEWTON Charging that businesses are being treated with 
“contempt” by assessors, Chamber of Commerce Executive Vice 
President Lewis Songer Monday said many small businesses will be 
forced to move out of the city because of property tax increases under 
revaluation 

Songer said high property tax bills for small businesses will also 
res''t in fewer part-time jubs along with reduced employee hours. 

Under classification, assessors plan to tax commercial property at 
the maximum allowed under state law - 150 percent. Homeowners will 
be taxed at 91 percent. Mayor Theodore Mann and the Board of 
Aldermen must approve the classification rates. 

‘Nobody has to stay in business in Newton,” asserted Songer. ‘'A lot 
of people are very upset...If the attitude is ‘who needs you,’ they 
(businesses) will leave. They'll go someplace else."’ 

‘Sure a lot of buinesses are doing well,” he admitted. ‘But a lot of 
them will go right down the tubes.” 


Homeowners will be forced to pick up a $3.5 million shift in the pro- 
perty tax burden from commercial! properties as a result of revalua- 
tion. Songer, however, maintains that big businesses are seeing the 
savings and smaller businesses are being hit hard 





Songer said the city is primarily a small business center. “There 
aren't 12 businesses that employ more than 300 to 400 people,"' he said. 
He predicts as leases expire, the city will see more than a few 
businesses departing in the coming years 

Ultimately, Songer said residential taxpayers will pay the price for 
what he calls the ‘unfair’’ 150 percent taxing of commercial properties 
either in the form of costs passed on to the consumer or a loss in 
business dollars. 

‘If you want to drive out what relatively little business there is here, 
you are going to pay for it,’ he said 

Songer has charged that commercial taxpayers have been shabbily 
treated during the revaluation prodyss. Some commercial taxpayers

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Student banned 
at science fair: 
local critics arise

NEWTON — School officials last week criticized a state Science Fair 
decision preventing a gifted Newton student with a good chance of win- 
ning a top prize from entering the competition, but the fair went on 
without him over the weekend. 

“Ifthe boy was given a chance to win, the nature of his work is such 
that he would be a winner,” said Science Department Chairman Stuart 
Rist. “He is a very talented kid.” 

Mark Weinfeld, a Newton North senior designated a national merit 
scholar, was prevented from entering his project under state anti- 
vivisection laws that school administrators are calling unfair. ‘I think 
it’s an arbitrary decision,” said Rist 

Richard Kilburn, Newton School Department Science Coordinator, 
called Weinfeld a ‘‘victim.”’ 

It has all the elements of a prize winner,” he said of Weinfeld’s ex- 
periment, ‘“The topic may not be acceptable to some people, but that 
doesn't make it bad science,” 

Kilburn charged that the Science Fair Committee made the decision 
under pressure from the anti-vivisection lobby. ‘I think a very talented 
kid is: being seriously short gzed,"’ he . “Quite clearly that 
committee got a lot of input from the anti-vivisection lobby.” 

Kilburn, who has participated in many science fairs, called 
Weinfeld’s work a ‘‘marvelous piece of research.” 

Kilburn said the decision discourages students from ‘doing good 
science” and perhaps entering science as a career. 

Brent Jackson, chairman of the sub-committee which denied 
Weinfeld’s project to be entered in the fair at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, said the committee never took a formal vote, but 
reached a “consensus” in phone conversations. Jackson said the deci- 
sion was made “reluctantly.” 

Jackson admitted the mice involved in Weinfeld’s experiment were 
“probably not abused.” He also said he ‘‘personally” feels that the law 
in question does not have enough ‘‘leewa: 












































The law prevents animal experiments in a public school which in- 
clude anesthetizing, electric shock, or where the normal health of the 
animal is interfered with.’’ Weinfeld’s experiment was conducted 
under a special National Science program under strict university 
supervision. 

“I think it's a question of a state law that we are being forced to work 
with that has very little latitude in its language,”’ said Jackson. ‘‘The 
way the law is written there are to be apparently no exceptions...We 
had said in all our materials that the law applies."’ 





When asked why Weinfeld was informed only two days before the 
fair, Jackson replied: ‘It was not an easy decision to make and I think 
that hampered the speed.” 

Jackson said that a decision allowing the project may have been in- 
terpreted as a signal to ‘thigh school kids and everyone else that it was 
okay to break state law.”’ 

Jackson said the committee determined the rules should not be stret- 
ched to allow Weinfeld’s project. “If you bend them for one person in 
one direction, there comes a time when you have to bend it a little 
more. Where does it end?’’ He noted that the committee may decide to 
change the rules for next year’s project as a result of the Weinfeld case. 

A science project by Newton South High School student Matt Cohen 
was originally questioned by the MSPCA, but was given the go ahead 
for science fair entrance. Cohen's project involved studying 
pacemakers in toad’s hearts. 

At least one Newton student walked away from the fair with honors. 
Steve G. Weintraub of Newton North won first honors at the fair over 
the weekend and was awarded with a prize by the Polaroid Corpora- 
tion.

NEWTON — With the Boston Marathon going commercial, some 
city officials want to re-examine whether the city should donate police 
f “es at no cost to sponsors of the world renowned race. 
Alderman Richard McGrath has docketed an item with the 24 
member board of aldermen requesting a review of the city’s policies in 
regard to the race. McGrath wants to set up a meeting with the Boston 
Athleti¢ Association, sponsors of the event, and host communities. 
l.am asking that the board of aldermen reconsider its policy of 
cooperation with the B.A.A.,” said McGrath. ‘Now that the event is go- 
ing to be commercialized, we should have the costs we incur reimburs- 
ed for police and street cleaning.” Cleanup of city streets alone cost 
Newton more than $3,000, 

Mayor Theodore Mann has also indicated that he would be in favor of 
the sponsors picking up the tab in the Garden City. 

The city attracts more than 500,000 spectators with one of the largest 
crowds on the marathon route gathering at the famed ‘Heartbreak 
Hill” on Commonwealth Avenue. In recent years, the crowds have 
become increasingly tough to handle, according to police, 

“We've accepted those risks in the past because of the popularity, 
tradition and because it was an amateur event,” said McGrath, ‘Now 
that it is becoming a commercialized, the people raking in the money 
should address this.”” 

McGrath said Newton officials should formally support Hopkinton in 
a bid to retain the start of the race in the small suburb. 

Said MeGrath: “I think the city should offer to support Hopkinton 
and any other towns that may be affected by the unilateral! decisions of 
the B.A.A."

NEWTON — Maureen Sullivan Stemberg enlivens old houses with a 
few modern touches 

“What I do,” says Stemberg, ‘‘is give something old a new look.” 

Her flair for combining antiques with updated designs has earned her 
a national reputation as a talented young interior decorator, When 
Good Housekeeping last week viewed a show house redecorated by 
Stemberg and 39 other designers, its critics said Stemberg ‘‘stole the 
show.”

Businesses eye reval hearings 


NEWTON — Approximately 100 businesses have set up informal ap- 
peal hearings to challenge new commercial assessments since the new 
figures were mailed last Friday. 

Thomas Polzella, project manager for Finnegan Associates of Ac- 
ton, said that the firm has scheduled about 100 hearings. 

Polzella said that changes in essments resulting from 
homeowners disputing the firm's figures will be mailed sometime this 
week.

Polzella has estimated that of 10,000 informal residential appeal 
hearings, approximately 2,500 assessments will decrease and about 125 
will increase.

Lesson from ‘Nam 


Walter Norton, a former member of the 
Marine Corps’ ‘‘few good men,’’ 
celebrated the 12th anniversary of his 
return from Vietnam in an interesting way 
last week. 

Norton spent the morning telling Newton 
South High School students about the 
lessons he learned in war - hard lessons 
which did not stop when he returned home. 

Norton spoke to students who were 
entering kindergarten when he first step- 
ped into the rice paddies of Southeast Asia. 
When he was sighting in his M-16, these 
students were only beginning to set their 
sights on the ABCs of an_ innocent 
childhood. 

Norton did not enjoy his time in Vietnam 
but he did learn a lesson which he tried to 
communicate in his talk. By registering 
for the draft, he said, ‘‘You are the proper- 
ty of the United States. You do what they 
say.’’ But, he added, ‘‘You don’t have to go 
to war to fight for your country.” 

The contention of most speakers at South 
last week was that draft registration 
should be avoided, that love of country and 
patriotism do not go hand-in-hand with 
heading off to war. 

Norton and the other speakers told 
students that, although these teenagers 
really didn’t witness the events of the 
1960s, the lessons of war must be passed on 
from those who experienced them. 

Those who advocate fighting the 
registration process are advocating that 
teenagers break the law. But those ad- 
vocates also know, first-hand, that draft 
registration can lead to war and war can 
never lead us anywhere. 

Whether or not one sides with those who 
advocate resistance to the draft the 
critical point cannot be overlooked. Walter 
Norton saw his friends die in Vietnam and 
he saw them die after he returned home. 
He learned from his experience and his 
new mission should be important and 
lasting. 

It has been said after every war that the 
generation which fought must teach those 
who follow there is another way. The 
lesson of Vietnam must never be forgotten.

School board responds 
to DA’s allegations 


To the editor; 

(The following is the text of a letter from Newton School Committee 
Chairperson Nancy Mann to Middlesex County District Attorney John 
Droney in response to Droney’s recent concerns about an alleged Open 
Meeting Law violation by the committee) 














In response to yourletter April 20 I hasten to explain that, while it 
is true that the School Committee divided into two groups of four in the 
course of a meeting on April 15, 1982 for private discussion, it was in no 
way intended as anything but a means of resolving a stalemate in the 
vote for a Superintendent for the Newton Public Schools. 

It was my understanding, as I said at the meeting, that the division 





into these smaller groups was not an abuse of the Open Meeting Law. 

The Newton School Committee has always attempted to comply with 
that law and believes in beying its general purposes. This was a good 
faith attempt to resolve a very difficult situation. In any case, I shall

Three more fire trucks responded as the third 
alarm was struck at 2:06 a.m., officials said. 
Mutual aid was sent from Waltham, Water- 
town, Weston, Wellesley and Brookline to 
cover Newton fire stations as firefighters bat- 
tled the fire. 

According to a fire report, the blaze started 
in the store’s rear storage area on the first 
floor. Flames spread throughout the first floor 
of the two-story, brick-frame building, which 
is located opposite Newton Police Head- 
quarters in West Newton Square. The blaze 
continued into the basement but was confined 
to the shop. Fire officials said Barbara Jean’s 
candy shop at 1288 Washington St. was heavily 
damaged by the smoke.

Aaron Harris, who has owned the business 
for 20 years, said he had no idea what may 
caused the fire. ‘“‘We really don't know what 
happened,”’ said Harris, who arrived at the 
scene of the fire at 2 a.m. Harris said at 6:15 
p.m., he closed his shop for the day. 

The building is owned by Kenmore Realty, 
of 4 Court St., Boston. A receptionist there said 
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yesterday that the owner would not comment 
on the fire. 

According to a 1975 assessment, the proper- 
ty is valued at $33,000. The 1982 commercial 
sessment, which was reportedly mailed last 
ssessors Friday, was not available from the 
office. 

Harris estimated his losses at $82,000- 
$100,000. He said there were 500 bicycles plus 
various parts and assessories in the store 
when the fire began. 

Harris said he hopes to eventually move 
back to into the Washington Street store. But 
for the time being, he and his four full-time 
employees will rent space in another Newton 
location he said. 

“We have hopes that there are two spots in 
the area,” said Harris, a Framingham resi- 
dent.

“One thing that’s really scary is that it happens so quickly,” said 

Joan Zotza, an attorney who counsels people about the draft and Selec- 
tive Service registration. She was one of several speakers discussing 
the issue with students at Newton South High School. 

In response to a Newton School Committee resolution, the school held 
a two-hour a draft registration education program to inform students 
on all aspects of the draft. 
The committee’s resolution, dated April, 1981, essentially states 















that schools can not allow military recruitment and registration 
without providing alternative views. 

The school’s Enrichment Program sponsored the registration pro- 
gram, which featured a short documentary film on the Vietnam War, 
narrated by veterans of the war. Edith Propp and Rudy Pastor, 
member of Parents Against the Draft, and Vietnam veteran Walter 
Norton also spoke to students. 

Also available to students was a variety of literature concerning con- 
scientious objection, veterans of the Vietnam War and basic draft 
registration information from several organizations. All the material 
vi approved by the school committee, according to the program 

irector.

“Our goal is to provide information,”’ said Phyllis Monderer, director 
hg Enrichment Program. ‘‘We're not making a stand,’’ she explain 
ed.

NEWTON — There is nothing odd 
about elementary school children 
playing simple indoor games 
after school. 

Yet at the Newton Centre 
residence of Judith White, the 
sounds normally used in word 
association games or commercial 
games like Twister take on a dif- 
ferent tone. They are in either 
French or Spanish. 

With little hesitation, children 
enrolled in any one of White's 
classes would sooner scream /a 
main gauche than left hand when 
playing Twister. 

Similarly, the days of the week, 
numbers one through 10, and 
clock time beg for French or 
Spanish responses. 

At an age when most American 
youngsters are learning their 
English ABCs , these children are 
being introduced to foreign 
languages. Once a week , the 
young students drop their com- 
munication link to their friends 
and immerse themselves in an in- 
formal 45-minute skull session 
with White. 

“I stick with concepts they have 
a firm grasp of,’’ notes White. 
Despite the limitations, however, 
she believes that her students 
benefit from a lack of inhibition, a 


problem many older language 
students suffer with. 
White does not expect her 


students to speak conversational- 
ly after they study with her. It 
would be unrealistic considering 


foreign language and culture at a 
formative age. Language they 
learn is fun and at the same time 
an essential part of their educa- 
tion. 

“There is an appalling lack of 
interest in foreign language and 
foreign culture in this country,” 
notes Rosemary Pierson, a 
language teacher at Brookline 
High School, whose three children 
(ages eight and ten) study with 
White. ‘It's a crying shame we're 
so isolated linguistically 

A French major at Oberlin Col- 
lege in Ohio, White, 38, has been 
teaching language to elementary 
school children for six years. 
White’s expertise in Spanish 
comes from more than three 
years of living experience in the 
South American country of Peru 
and Nicaragua in Central 
America. 

Three years ago, White began 
teaching privately out of her 
home and has since expanded her 
schedule so that she meets with 50 
children weekly. Next year, with 
the aid of another teacher, she 
plans to expand her curriculum to 
include Chinese and Russian. 

“Children learn easiest at this 
age,’’ says White, whose informal 
method of teaching revolves 
around touching and acting. A 
third component that White and 
most language teachers use is 
recollection and reinforcement, a 
teaching method strengthened 
with the use of cassette tapes. 
Students leave the weekly ses- 
sions with five-minute tapes of the 
lesson. 
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answer her questions in French 
and the third step is to have the 
youngsters make a decision or 
choice in the foreign language 

“IT think a lot of them (the 
children's parents) are saying, ‘I 
regret I did not study a language 
thourougly,"’’ notes White, ex- 
plaining why some of her 
students are studying language at 
such an early age. Others have 
either had traveling experience,

NEWTON Save Our Homes Two, a 
grassroots organization oppossing revalua 
tion, is attempting to raise funds and docu- 
ment discrepancies in the project for lawsuit 
by 10 taxpayers. 

John Rogers, president of the organization, 
Sunday afternoon told members at an 
organizational meeting, that a court battle is 
“inescapable.” In a fund raising plea, Rogers 
Said: “Since in my mind it appears in- 
escapabale that we will take this court, we are 
now talking about some very serious 
bread...We cannot carry ourselves through the 
courts on nickels and dimes. We need a serious 
effort to raise more money.” 

Rogers estimated that the law suit will cost 
an estimated $20,000. He said the group so far 
has only raised enough to send out a newsletter 
and pay other expenses. 

Save our Homes is a revival of a group of 
homeowners organized in 1975 to oppose a 
revaluation that was never implemented as a 

axpayer complaints 

“That's a major need,” he said of fundrais- 
ing. “We need to get serious about that.”’ 

Rogers said the group's legal committee is 
investigating the possible avenues for the suit. 
He noted the suit could be brought in federal 
court for use of U.S. mail system to defraud, “I 
don’t understand why we shouldn't be as the 
people who brought about this wonderland,”” 
he told members. 

The grounds for the suit are that the revalua- 
tion is not fair and equitable,”’ he said. ‘And 
that is the bottom line."' Rogers noted that the 
suit could not be formally filed until property 
tax bills are mailed. The bills are scheduled to 
be mailed May 15, according to city a: sors. 

The organization, which has collected more 
than 1,000 signatures from homeowners oppos-

NEWTON — After Terrence Heinlein of Rice 
Street went to an informal hearing with the 
company that conducted revaluation, he was 
certain his assessment would decrease. 

But when Heinlein, 35, received his revised 
value Saturday increasing his assessment 
$37,100, he couldn’t belive it. Heinlein called 
the figure ‘‘outrageous” and he said his wife, 
Andrea, nearly had a ‘heart attack.” 

“T thought it was crazy,”’ he said. “Frankly, 
I thought it was a mistake.” 

Heinlein purchased the home in August 1980 
for $100,000, After painting the home, putting 
on some new storm windows and cleaning the 
interior at a cost of little more than $4,000, he 
received his first assessment in February for 
$115,000. 

Disturbed by the high assessment, Heinlein 
set up an informal hearing with the firm that 
conducted revaluation - Finnegan Associates 
of Acton. Company officials indicated there 
was a mistake and the value may be reduced 
after a review of the home. 

A flabbergasted Hein! sin, an architect, then 
received his revised assessment increasing 
the value of his home to $137,100.

ing the revaluation and requesting assessors 
reject it, is also planning a meeting to attract 
thousands of taxpayers with information on 
abatements and other ways to battle the

The group is also urging members to docu- 
ment errors and discrepancies in the revalua- 
tion project by obtaining data sheets that the 
company used to record home statistics and 
the five comparable values used by the com- 
pany in determining each assessment. He urg- 
edt ers to be “persistent” to obtain the 
evidence to document what he called “un- 
professionalism and inaccuracies.”’

two options: a taxpayer’s lawsuit and a large 
scale request for tax abatements by 
homeowners 

“If it turns out they (the city) does not have 
enough abatement forms, we'll print them," 
asserted Rogers. 

“The energy is there,’ he said of the 
grassroots organization, ‘‘The interest is there 
and the irritation seems to grow.” 

Charles Nelson, a member of the computer 
methodology b-committee, is also attemp- 
ting to obtain a copy of the computer program 
designed by a New York company and used by 
the city to determine residential assessments.

NEW YORK (NEA) — Fashion 
observers claim the ethnic, or 
peasant, look is played out, yet 
this spring's popular-price rage is 
the “prairie skirt,’ and name 
designers like Oscar de la Renta 
keep doing rich peasant evening 
clothes. 

Ethnic isn’t dead. It's finally be- 
ing absorbed into the mainstream 
of fashion. Michaele Vollbracht, 
Per Spook and Victor Gross don't 
recreate ethnic costume. They 
break up the elements of ethnic 
and blend them with 20th century 
silhouettes. The result is basically 
simple, comfortable clothes with 
unexpected colors, patterns and 
trims 

Bach designer uses ethnic now 
in an individualistic way, so it no 
longer looks like every other 
ethnic-inspired fashion you've 
seen, Per Spook, Norway's gift to 
Paris, concentrates on color and 
print mixes in sophisticated ver- 
sions of patchwork, but his cuts 
are clean and sharp.

The Duke and 
area teachers 
eye education

NEWTON Gubernatorial candidate 
Michael Dukakis Thursday afternoon made a 
campaign pitch to about 25 Newton teachers, 
calling himself ‘just another teacher’ and 
citing education as an essential ‘building 
block” to an improved economy. 

The former governor, a Harvard govern- 
ment instructor, said: “In the kind of 
econom! tem we are facing in this country 
and certainly in this region in the future, in- 
vesting in education is every bit as important 
as investing in roads, bridges and transit 
systems." 

“This state would be an economic wasteland 
without its reputation for excellence in educa- 
tion,”’ he added. 

Dukakis spoke at a seminar called ‘‘Educa- 
tion in the Bighties’’ at the Newton Arts Center 
with President of the Massachusetts Teachers 
Association Carol Doherty. The teachers 
organization has endorsed Dukakis. 

Said Dukakis: ‘‘The strength of our economy 
and the strength of our future in economic 
terms clearly relies, as does Japan's suc- 
cesses, on brain power and technology and the 
kinds of things that can only come out of a very 
strong commitment to education.” 

Dukakis stressed that he was nut suggesting 
that public schools should be turned into 
‘some kind of a giant vocational school for the 
high tech industry.” 

He said educators and public officials, 
however, must do a better job of making peo- 
ple understand how “fundamentally impor- 
tant’’ it is to support public education as an 
“extremely important part of our economic 
game plan,"’ 

“That link between education and our 
economic future is fundamental,”’ he said. 
“And I believe it is essential that we make that 
argument and make people understand it in a 
way I don’t think we have.”” 

Dukakis also criticized President Ronald 
Reagan's proposed education cutbacks. ‘I 
don’t accept the second round of Reagan cuts 
is responsible or acceptable. We must work 
very hard to assure that education remains 
strong, vibrant and remains vital.” 

Furthermore, he took a shot at Governor Ed- 
ward King for ‘‘telling the president what a 
wonderful job he is doing.’’ He called King an 
“allegedly democratic governor.” 

Dukakis also reiterated his support for a 
“guaranteed”’ local aid program that would 
“earmark under law”’ 40 percent of the state’s 
income and sales taxes to ‘‘meet the mandate 
of Proposition 24% without decimating ser- 
vices.”’ He said the program would result in an 
estimated $160 million in local aid.

He said the local aid program would also 
help reduce property taxes.'‘Incidentally, my 
tax bill is going up $600," he said. ‘Property 
taxes are the most burdensome - the one that is 
far out of line to comparable taxes throughout 
the country.” 

Dukakis said he would not support a move 
for the state to pick up state mandated educa- 
tional programs. ‘I think the way to deal with 
the problem of state mandated programs is to 
accept the ones we have...and make sure we 
don’t add to them unless we are prepared to 
put up the dollars.” 

Dukakis also pledged support for public 
higher education. He said the state should put 
a moratorium on tution increases in fiscal 
year 1983. Noting that community college tu- 
tion did not increase under his administration, 
he said: ‘‘One of our goals has got to be to keep 
the cost (of education) as low as humanely 
possible." 

Dukakis said he hopes if elected to change 
Massachusetts’ status as the last in the coun- 
try in funding of public higher education. ‘‘My 
hope is that if I'm fortunate enough to be 
elected, I'm going to change it,’’ he said. 

In a brief interview after his speech, 
Dukakis also reaffirmed his opposition to 
change the 15 percent cutoff rule at the state 
convention despite a request from Lt. Gov. 
Thomas O'Neill. 

O'Neill, Dukakis’ former lieutenant gover- 
nor, would be forced out of the democratic 
primary race if the rule remains, ‘‘We took the 
convention and caucus process very serious 
ly,”’ he noted.

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Charges flying in commissioner's race

NEWTON = A Newton man runn- 
ing for county commissioner has 
charged a former member of the 
Board of Aldermen with being one 
of four “‘straw’’ candidates to aid 
an incumbent commissioner. 

Bill Schmidt, a Newton 
Democrat on leave of absence 
from his job as executive as 
tant to Middlesex County Sheriff 
Edward Henneberry claimed this 
week former Alderman Thomas 
Concannon, Jr. entered the race 
to swing votes in favor of incum- 
bent Commissioner John Danehy. 
But Concannon, an eight-year 
veteran of the board who was 
defeated in 1978, says he’s not 
even running for the county com- 
missioner’s seat, which pays 
$14,500 per year. 

Concannon, a former county

personnel director and aide to 
Middlesex County Commissioner 
Michael McLaughlin, who is not 
up for reelection this year, refuted 
Schmidt’s claims Monday night, 
saying he had taken out nomina- 
tion papers only when he heard in- 
cumbent Danehy was not seeking 
reelection. 

“My position is simple,’’ Con- 
cannon said. “I heard Danehy 


was not running so I took out 
nomination papers." 

After hearing Danehy was seek- 
ing the post again, Concannon 
said he decided he would not file 
his nomination papers for the job. 

Schmidt claimed last week 
Commissioner McLaughlin was 
conspiring to ‘‘load the 
Democratic primary for county 
commissioner with straw can- 


didates in order to aid his fellow 
ally on the board, John Danehy.”’ 

Schmidt cited Concannon's 
former employment in the county 
commissioner's office and con- 
tributions totalling $1,250 made by 
Concannon to Commissioner 
McLaughlin from 1977 to 1981.

UPPER FALLS - A Lincoln businessman has 
hired a Waltham firm to consider the feasibility of 
building a hydro-electric generator at the dam 
below Echo Bridge. 

Although Boston Edison dumped the plan for a 
hydro-powered generator at the 60-foot long Up- 
per Falls dam in November, 1981, an application 
has been filed with the United States Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission for a feasibility 
study by Jason M. Cortell Associates of Waltham, 
a firm hired by businessman Sumner Milender. 
The area under study falls under the domain of 
the Metropolitan District Commission. 

Walter McGauley, a spokesman for Boston 
Edison, said Monday his company hired an in- 
dependent engineering firm to study the plan for 
generating power at the dam below Echo Bridge 
and one further downstream, beneath Route 9. 
However, Edison issued a report in November 
citing the engineering firm's conclusion that ‘‘it 
really wasn't practical or feasible to do,” 
McGauley told The Graphic.

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After 79 years, Louis Picariello cuts his work week

NEWTON CORNER - Last week Louis Picariello retired - sort of - from 
his full-time job at Bobby’s Fruit in Newton Corner. Although he 
originally planned to leave work entirely, Picariello instead, is simply 
cutting back from his normal 40-hour work week to two full days. All 
this sounds ordinary enough except Louis Picariello just turned 90 and 
after 79 years of working Picariello says he'll slow down a bit but he's 
not ready to throw in the towel 

Born in Avolina, Italy, in 1892, Picariello came to this country at the 
turn of the century and settled with his family in Roxbury. His school- 
ing was brief, as it was for most immigrant children, and he lasted only 
until the sixth grade. He began work with the Postal Telegraph on State 
STreet in Boston, pulling in $9 for a 60-hour work week. The money was 
good, Picariello recalls, but with no chance for advancement, he left 
after two years to work for T.G. Plant one of the world’s largest shoe 
manufacturers at the time, Working 35 hours a week he brought home 
$3.50, which after cab fare, gave him $2.90 for his pocket. 

By the time he left eight years later Picariello was making a respec- 
table $28 a week 

In 1915 the family moved to Newton Upper FAlls and a succession of 
jobs followed: cutting piston rings, a stint with the 310th cavalry during 
World War I, work as a ship fitter in Squantum and employment with a 
concrete firm. In 1919 Louis Picariello embarked on a career in pro- 
duce by landing a job with the Upham's Corner Market. His diligence 
and good business sense paid off with the father of his recent bride, who 
asked Picariello to be a partner in his fledgling Newton Fruit Com- 

any 
: Picariello consented, but with the business firmly established six 
months later (it remained until displaced by the Mass. Turnpike), he 
returned to Upham’s Corner, where he worked for the next 30 years. 

Soon promoted to one of the four buyers for the company, Louis pur- 
chased fruits and vegatables directly from the farmers at Faneuil 
Market who came in by horse and wagon from Concord, Lexington and 
Waltham in the 1920s. 

By the time Upham’s Corner sold out in 1949, its 136 outlets made it 
the largest market in New England 

After the sale, Picariello worked briefly for Faneuil Hall Market Co. 
in South Boston, where he stayed for 21 years until at age 80, he thought 
perhaps, he should retire. 

It didn’t take Louis Pi 
retired life but at his age it 








iello long to become disenchanted with 
as difficult to find the position he wanted. 
So in 1972 he went to work washing dishes at Mount Ida Jr. College. He 
recalls how the superintendent ‘cussed out”’ his younger help one day. 

“You lazy bums!” Picariello recalls the man_yelling. ‘‘This old man 
does more work than all the rest of you put together!’ 

Picariello continued at Mt. Ida until 1978, when, at 86, he finally 
decided he should take some time off from his life of labor. 

But as luck would have it, Picariello lived on Jefferson Street, just a 
five-minute walk from Bobby’s Fruit in Newton Corner. Picariello 
started coming by to talk with shop owner Bobby Comeau but talk 
wasn’t enough - Louis wanted to work. So he started by sweeping up - 
not for pay, but just to keep busy. Soon he was pouring over the crates 
of produce destined for the dumpster. By carefully peeling off the moist 
layers of scallions, he was able to salvage vegetables which otherwise 
would have gone bad. 

In short order Louis Picariello was once more working full-time, br- 
inging with him a half century of experience to a boss 50 years his 
junior. 

“In the old day,”’ Picariello recalls, ‘‘we used to go downtown to buy 











all our stuff. Now, Bobby’s too busy so the buyers make him up a sam- 
ple crate. But they don’t fool me. They put 20 good heads of lettuce ina 
crate and send the bad stuff over later. 

“See those leeks over there? I told Bobby, no good. They've gotta go 
back. And those melons? I made him take those back too."’ 

In a light-hearted moment Bobby comes over and tells Louis to stop 
“‘goldbricking”’ and get back to work. 

Louis looks at him sternly: ‘‘You don’t even know what work is,”’ he 
retorts. The banter continues. Bobby, grinning, threatens to fire him if 
he doesn’t start earning his keep. ‘You wouldn't dare,” Louis replies 
“You'd be out of business in a week!"’ 

As Bobby hoists a crate of produce and disappears through a door- 
way marked ‘‘BOSS"’, Louis confides, ‘I wouldn’t work for anyone but 
Bobby. He's like a grandson to me."” 

Asked why he continues to work, Picariello answeres, “This job 
keeps me active. Keeps my legs moving. If I sit down for half an hour, I 
can hardly get up. So I don’t sit down. 

“T stand up from 8 to 4, the whole time I’m working,’ Picariello says, 
and true to his word, he doesn’t break stride for a minute. ‘Thank the 
Lord I can work. If I were at home I'd nap every afternoon, smoke... 
See that cigar over there? I haven’t touched that since I came in this 
morning. Can’t - too busy. This job keeps me active. It’s not the money I 
work for , it’s the exercise.”

Ruling could alter school budget

Last week the Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicial Court handed down a ruling that pro- 
foundly affects the matter of who controls the 
amount of money appropriated for the public 
school system in Newton. In Superintendent of 
Schools of Leominster y, Mayor of Leominster 
the Commonwealth's highest court held that, 
following enactment of Proposition 2'2, the 
mayor of Leominster is no longer required to 
submit to the city council the budget proposed by 
the school committee, 

Instead, the mayor now has the authority to 
reduce the budget submitted to him by the school 
committee before submitting the proposed an- 
nua! total city budget, including the proposed ap- 
propriation for the schools, to the city council. 
Thereafter the council, like Newton's board of 
aldermen, has power only to make cuts in the 
proposed budget, including a cut in the bottom 
line of the proposed school budget, or to approve 
all or portions of the proposed budget, or to re- 
ject the proposed budget. Like Newton's board of 
aldermen, the Leominster city council has no 
power to appropriate more funds than the mayor 
requests for schools or any other account but 








may recommend that the mayor budget more 
money for schools or other particular purposes. 

The Court’s Leominster decision appears to 
apply four-square to Newton. Both Newton and 
Leominster have a ‘‘strong mayor"’ plan of city 
government, and in both cities the mayor is a 
member of the school committee (in Leominster 
he is chairman but in Newton he is not). 

As a result of the Leominster decision the 
Newton school committee now appears to face a 
new budgetary hurdle that could be more for- 
midable than the board of aldermen was last 
year, when it approved the school budget intact, 
and that indications are it will be this year. 

Newton Mayor Mann, like Leominster’s 
mayor, did not vote as a school committee 
member to support the committee’s proposed 
budget this year, In Leominster only the mayor 
voted against the committee’s proposed budget. 
Thereafter the mayor made the 16 percent cut in 
the committee’s proposed budget which gave 
rise to the litigation. In Newton, Mayor Mann 
cast the only negative vote on the school commit 
tee in a straw vote on the proposed school 
budget, and subsequently abstained in the final 
school committee vote approving that budget 
Nevertheless, when he submitted his proposed 
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city budget to the board of aldermen, he submit 
ted the school budget as proposed by the school 
committee, perhaps believing, prior to the 


Leominster decision, that he was legally 
obligated to do so. 

Now, under the Leominster decision, the 
school committee is not, in the Court's words, 


“entitled to a budgetary procedure which differs 
from that followed by other municipal depart 
ments.”’ Although the Court made clear that the 
school committee retains its powers and respon- 
sibilities to determine how the money ap- 
propriated for the schools is to be spent and how 
the schools are to be run, the Court also made 
clear that the schoo! committee ‘‘no longer has 
authority over its own budget.”’ As with all other 
city departments, that authority now clearly 
rests with the mayor, subject to the ap- 
propriating power of the board of aldermen 

How Newton's mayor chooses to exercise that 
authority will significantly affect the future role 
of the school committee in the budgetary pro- 
cess, and very possibly, the future of the Nawton 
schools themselve

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School board okays 
3-year super contract

NEWTON — The School Committee Monday 
approved a three-year contract and salary of 
$54,500 for incoming superintendent Dr. John 
Strand. 

According to School Committee Chairperson 
Nancy Mann, the contract will be effective 
when Strand, who is currently superintendent 
of the Pelham, N.Y., schools, signs it. But, 
Mann did not know when the final draft would 
be prepared and given to Strand. 

Mann said that Strand had agreed to accept 
$54,500, which is the salary he is currently. 
making. in Pelham. 

Strand wili begin his new job as Newton’s 
school chief on August 1 with current 
Superintendent Aaron Fink’s term expiring on 
August 31. Fink, however, will be taking his 
vacation during August. 

The contract approved by the committee 
also provides Strand with a $2,200 expense ac- 
count and the benefits package given to 
members of the central administration as well 
as Supt. Fink. 

Committee member Susan Silbey said she 
was ‘“‘astounded”’ by the provision of 25 vaca- 
tion days (the amount of vacation Supt. Fink 
currently gets each year) in the draft of the 
contract discussed at Monday’s meeting at 
Bigelow Junior High. 

Silbey urged the committee to reduce the 
vacation to 20 working days or four weeks, but 


the idea was rejected since the central ad- 
ministration gets 25 days vacation. 

“T think this should not be changed if this is 
what the central staff has,'’ James Mnookin 
said. 

The sick leave days contained in the draft 
contract were also challenged by commit- 
teeman Robert Ricles. Ricles called the 18 
days of sick leave ‘‘excessive.”’ 

Silbey said that if the new superintendent 
took all of his sick days and vacation days, it 
would add up to 40 days or about two months 
absence. Silbey recommended that the com- 
mittee reduce the number to 16. 





“TI don't think anv of the candidates that we 
looked at are maling.erers,’’ Mnookin quip- 
ped. D The committee ultimately decided on 15 
davs of sick leave since that is comparable 
with central staff sick leave policy. Also, the 
committee said that absence could be used as 
a criteria in their evaluation of the superinten- 
dent’s performance.

NEWTON A study on the city’s fire department has resulted in a 
recommendation to close the Mannet Road Fire Station and the 
elimination of Engine 5 in West Newton 

John T. O'Hagen, former New York City Fire Commissioner, who 
conducted the feasibility study, said Monday that the “elimination of 
Engine 9 was feasible’ without any major risk to public safety. 


‘I can’t see any benefit from keeping it open,” said O’Hagen. At a 
conference with Mayor Theodore Mann and lire Chief Edward Reilly, 
O'Hagen stated closing the Mannet Road station would not be 
detrimental to public safety because of the station's close location to 
Brookline, and the support from that city and Engines 3 and 6. 


The Aldermanic Public Safety Committee requested the feasability 
study following Mayor Mann’s F'Y 1983 budget proposal to close the sta-

The $10,000 was approved in connection with a $1.1 million lawsuit fil- 
ed against Mann by his former secretary, Diana Ossinger, Mann’s 
secretary for nearly eight years until she was fired in March 1980, 
claims she was illegally fired and is seeking back pay, benefits and 
damages. 

Ossinger, initially found guilty by ewton District Court judge, was 
acquitted by a Middlesex County jury in October 1980 of stealing $24,000 
from the mayor. The prosecuting attorney maintained that Ossinger 
hed a number of Mann’s paychecks from 1976 to 1979 at the City Hall 
's Office. 

“Mr. Barshak shouldn’t be working for nothing,’’ Judge Donohue 
snapped in response to a motion to continue the case. “If he is entitled 
to be compensated, I should decide that.”” 

Donohue denied a string of motions by Goldsmith including a motion 
to combine the taxpayers’ suit with the $1.1 million Ossinger suit. 
Goldsmith has maintained that Mann acted in a ‘‘grossly negligent’’ 
manner in firing Ossinger and is therefore not entitled to the city pay- 
ment for his legal defense. 

“When you cut through the maze, isn’t the issue whether the mayor 
acted legally when he hired Mr. Barshak?'’‘ Judge Donohue asked a 
frustrated Goldsmith. The judge added: ‘‘ I think the case can be nar- 
rowed down and decided very quickly and expeditiously.” 

Barshak maintained that under a city ordinance approved by 
aldermen in March, 1981, the mayor clearly has the right to legal fees. 

Under the ordinance, Mann and other city officials are insured for up 
to $1 million in any civil rights claims that are in the scope of their “‘of- 
ficial duties."’ The ordinance also requires that outside counsel be used 
if the city solicitor determines that he has a ‘‘conflict of interest.” 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk testifed Monday that he withdrew from the 
case because he could be called as a witness in the $1.1 million lawsuit 
brought by Ossinger. Furthermore, he testified that he was forced to 
drop the case because the mayor could have a potential claim against 
the city. Mann could file to recover more than $24,000 of his paychecks 
that were cashed at the City Hall treasurer’s office. 

Barshak asserted: ‘‘The issue is there a determination in fact 
by the city solicitor that he had a conflict of interest. There is no doubt 
from statements of fact that he conflict of interes

Judge Donohue also snapped at a friend of Ossinger’s, Esther Lopez, 
who attended the hearing. ‘““There is someone shaking their head at the 
back of < * room,” he shouted. ‘‘Who is that?”’ 

“I’m a taxpayer,’’ replied Lopez. 

Donohue tossed aside allegations by Goldsmith that Mann had 
waited to submit a bill for Barshak’s services until after the mayoral 
election because the dispute was politically sensitive.

tion. The cost to run the station in FY 1983 is $325,000 plus $50,000 in 
overtime costs. 


According to the recommended FY 1983 fire budget, 16 positions 
would be eliminated, 12 of which would come from the Mannet Road 
station. Four firefighter positions would be relocated and eight chiefs 
aids and officer's positions would be eliminated through attrition. “We 
haven't come to a final determination on what we plan to do about the 
four firefighter positions,”’ said Reilly. 


Reilly said, ‘‘I haven’t read the report yet.’’ He said however that he 
disagrees with a recommendation to eliminate Engine 5. ‘Id rather 
have the eight engine companies,”’ Reilly said. 


According to the 60-page draft of O’Hagen’s report, “it would be 
more efficient to have fewer well-manned engine companies than more 
undermanned companies.’’ He thus recommended closing Engine 5 at 
Station 2 on Washington Street and Commonwealth Avenue in West 
Newton, and redistributing the manpower. 


On his recommendation to close the Mannet Road station, O'Hagan 
noted that there are ‘two other engine companies within one mile” and 
that the fire stations ‘‘are not very well distributed.” 

O'Hagen stated that the major public safety risk exists in ‘‘remote 
areas of Chestnut Hill’’ but that the area has a low population density 


and population. With the elimination of Engine 9, the response time 
would be delayed 1.8 minutes. 

O’Hagen said “fiscal considerations were not included in the scope of | 
services. I was told to work at overall services.” He added however | 
that taxpayers nare not getting adaquate return from the Mannet Road | 
station. ‘‘From a management standpoint,”’ he said, the city must look 
at ‘‘the best return for its tax dollars.” 


The station's equipment was being utilized about 27 hours out of the 
year according to 1980-81 statistics, O'Hagen said. “That's only 1% of 
the time,”’ he said. : 

O’Hagen also questioned the fire departments practice of dispat- 
ching four engines on an alarm. ‘They should probably review that, 
he said. According to Reilly, three engines and one ladder are dispatch- 
ed on the first alarm. ’ 

“That’s about the best response in the United States,” said O’Hagen. 


An increase in manning was also recommended by O’Hagen in order 
to ‘effectively employ manpower.” The department's present mann- 
ing requirements ‘‘are fine for smaller fires,’’ but not adaquete for 
multiple alarm blazes, O'Hagen said. An increase would make ‘‘a more 
proportionate contribution,”’ he said. 

During his 13-day study, O'Hagen said he witnessed the firefighters 
battle a two-alarm blaze. “They demonstrated a high degree of effec- 
tiveness. Their performance was of the highest order,” he said.

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Schools may cut 11

NEWTON — In an effort to trim the approximately $157,000 deficit in 
the secondary school's lunch program, the School Department is call 
ing for the reduction of 11 cafeteria helper or nutritionist positions 
before the end of the school year. In a negotiations meeting between the 
cafeteria union officials and School Department officials, Local 454 
President Robert Robards learned that the reduction in force (RIF) 
would involve 11 positions and that termination notices would be sent 
out by May 20. 

Just how many employees will be laid off has not been determined, 
according to Assistant Superintendent of Personnel Helen Thomas 
Thomas said a list detailing seniority has been developed and is being 
reviewed. Layoffs will be made ona strict seniority basis. 

Thomas said the number of people to be laid off will be determined 
this week and that notices will be sent out as soon as possible, 

School Department officials say the drop in the number of students 
buying lunch has necessitated the cutbacks in the labor force. Officials 
say the number of lunches originally projected to be served this school 
year was over 650,000, but was revised around February to a sharply 
dipping 453,000. 

Robards said he met with about 43 female cafeteria employees 
Thursday night to tell them about the impending layoffs. “The women 
are taking it very well considering that some of them are going to be 
collecting unemployment compensation,” he said. 

But, he stressed, ‘‘It’s not, shall we say, an easy thing. when you're 
eating supper to be thinking about."” 

According to Robards, many of the school’s cafeteria managers, 
cooks, and helpers are the heads of single parent households and about 
98 percent are ton residents as well. Robards said the employees 
were meeting Friday to discuss suggestions for § to increase par- 
ticipation in the lunch program, including an idea to serve ethnic foods 
since many different nationalities are represented by the cafeteria 
aff, 

“We're looking for w: 
they want,”’ Robards said. 

The School Committee plans on hiring a consultant during the sum- 
mer to conduct a study of the lunch pro, n. School Committee 
Chairperson Nancy Mann said the consultant will be looking for ways 
to reduce the School Department's subsidy for the lunch program to 
zero 

“We already know that our labor costs are high so I would expect that 
there would be further cutbacks (next year),’’ Mann said. 

According to Support Services Director Roy Cornelius, the cost of 
labor for the lunch program alone in the secondary schools is about 
$333,000. Cornelius said an additional $48,000 goes for the labor costs of 
the a-la-carte program in the secondary schools and $30,000 for labor 
for the breakfast program and miscellaneous duties. 

Cornelius said the first priority of the School Department is to have 
the consultant find ways of reducing the deficit and keeping the lunch 
program ‘“‘in-house.’’ If that is not possible, Cornelius said hiring an 
outside vendor and dismantling the current lunch program would be in- 
vestigated by the consultant. 

“Right now, keeping our kitchens would be the highest priority,” 
Robards said. ‘‘We know the type of food we serve and the women 
working. 

Robards said he expects ‘very few’’ permanent employees to be laid 
off since some positions are currently being filled by substitute 
cafeteria helpers. 

Robards praised also praised Thomas for her help in establishing a 
list of seniority of cafeteria employees and for ‘endeavoring to make 
this the least traumatic experience possible for the people that are 
going to be involved.”

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college. Licarie added that they wanted to lessen the ‘‘mad rush” of 
voters registering in the fall. 

Licarie attributed the high number of registrants at North to the ‘‘hot 
contests this year." He noted that the race between Congressman 
Barney Frank and Congresswoman Margaret Heckler and the guber- 
natorial contest between Governor Edward King and former governor 
Michael Dukakis have sparked increased interest and participation 
among students. 

Workers from the election commission and volunteers from the 
Newton League of Women Voters registered students who are or will 
18-year-old by Sept. 15. ‘After then, they have to wait until August to 
register,’ said Licarie. 

Students were provided with basic voter information, as well as in- 
formation on absentee ballots. ‘Students going to school out of state 
can use absentee ballots,” said Licarie. 

He added that the commission will in the coming months hold 
registration programs in each village. In the fall, the election commis- 
sion will offer voter registration on Saturdays and evenings.

Despite ‘mind-boggling’ rebuilding costs: 


Hyde options limited to two

NEWTON — Although estimates for rebuilding space at Hyde Elemen- 
tary School have come in at ‘‘mind-boggling”’ levels, the School Com- 
mittee Monday night voted 7-1 against asking aldermen for a study of 
other rebuilding options for the school which suffered a fire one year 
ago. 


According to School Committee member Robert Ricles, the commit- 
tee’s appointee to the city’s Design Review Committee, the architects 
have produced two options for the school. Both involve major construc- 
tion involving the 1906 building which was not affected by the April fire. 

Ricles described the first option as essentially an addition to the 1906 
building which “‘fills in the U"’ shape of the building and meets the 
School Committee specifications for projected enrollment. 


The Wellesley architectural firm of Kubitz and Pepi estimates the 
cost of this option as $1,338,000 plus contingencies and design fees. 

The second option, Ricles said, was an ‘Underwood type’’ of total 
renovation of the 1906 building with the same addition described in op- 
tion one, but at an estimated cost of about $1.8 million. 

For either option, approximately $100,000 is included in the cost for 
the installment of an elevator to make the school accessible to the han- 
dicapped and $170,000 is for energy-saving window replacements. 

Since the fire one year ago, students have been housed in somewhat 
cramped quarters in the two remaining Hyde School buildings. The 
oldest of the three buildings was gutted by the fire and has been sealed 
off since that time. Early estimates for the rebuilding of the burned 
building were around $750,000 to $800,000 although some officials say 
$650,000 was discussed. 

Ricles urged the committee to ask aldermen to appropriate money, if 
necessary, for Kubitz and Pepi to determine the feasibility of 
rebuilding only two floors of the burned three-story brick building. 

The committee voted 7-1 against asking aldermen for an appropria- 
tion and School Committee Chairperson Nancy Mann said she felt the 
committee needed more information about the two options already pro- 
posed. 

Prior to the next meeting in two weeks, Mann said Superintendent 
Aaron Fink will review the two plans and make recommendations to 
the committee. 

However, the pursuit of more information did not seem to be the only 
factor motivating the committee to postpone a request to the Board of 
Aldermen. 

“T don’t think it is the wisest thing to do to ask the Board for money to

ae at (a third option) at this time,’’ committeeman Leonard Gentile 
said. 

This week the Board of Aldermen is reviewing the total city budget 
and Gentile apparently did not want to jeopardize passage of the $39.1 
million school budget. 

The other ‘horror’? which Ricles reported to the School Committee 
Monday was that Kubitz and Pepi have said that the additional space 
would not be built in time for the opening of school this September. In 
fact, Ricles said, ‘The architect said it would never be ready for a year 
from September." 

Ricles called the estimates ‘tmind-boqgling” and said, ‘‘None of us 
pas eutncient information on how the architect made that estimate of 
cost." 

“The only reason that question (of cost) got answered was because 
one of the community people (on the Design Review Committee) asked 
the question three times,"’ Ricles stressed. 

In looking at options for rebuilding the 5,085 square feet of usuable 
educational space needed at the school in Newton Hig.hlands, Kubitz 
and Pepi ‘‘never looked"’ at mixed-use options or the rebuilding of the 
burned building, Ricles said. Superintendent Fink said he wanted to 
review the two proposals to see what the actual school space portion of 
the cost was. 

Although the School Committee had originally said cramped condi- 
tions at the school were tolerable for one year only, it appears that the 
committee is resigned to postponement by at least another year. 

Because the use of either option one or option two would involve con- 
struction during the school year on the building where the majority of 
classrooms are currently housed, the School Committee may be faced 
with finding alternative classroom space which is not affected by the 
noise of the construction.

Committee members Wednesday night 
were briefed on the two principal proposals by 
Worcester and Newton to sign the WRRC pact.

NEWTON — Continental Cablevision, licensee 
of the Newton cable system, has been 
nominated by the National Cable Television 
Association (NCTA) to receive its 1982 ACE 
Award (Award for Cablecasting Excellence) 
for ‘overall excellence and diversity in com- 
munity programming.’

Final 
selection of recipients and award presenta- 
tions will be made at the National Cable Pro- 
gramming Conference November 13-15 in Los 
Angeles. 

Continental's Cook County, Illinois, system 
was nominated for the 1982 ACE award for 
overall excellence in community programm- 
ing. Cable systems operated by four other 
companies (Rogers—UA, Suburan, 
Teleprompter and Warner—Amex) were also 
nominated, In 1981, Continental’s Lansing, 
Michigan system sived this same award, In 
1980, Continental's Concord, New Hampshire, 
system received the ACE award for excellence 
in local children's programming. 

Continental operates cable systems serving 
approximately 500,000 subscribers in ten 
states including Massachusetts, New Hamp- 
shire and Maine 
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committee give me a recommendation,”’ he 
said earlier this week. 

Wheelbrator has offered to meet the critical 
tipping fee terms providing similar financial 
benefits to an Illinois firm, UOP, organizing 
the Northeast Solid Waste Resource Recovery 
Council (NESWC).

“I don’t hear a disadvantage for us going in 
that direction,”’ said Public Facilities Commit- 
tee Chairman Richard McGrath of the WRRC 
contract. 

Under the NESWC revenue-sharing plan, 
the city would be responsible for bonds and 
debts if the plant goes bankrupt. Under the 
WREC plan, cities and towns are not responsi- 
ble for debt if the company goes bankrupt. 

The WRRC contract hinges on whether both 
Newton and Worcester sign the trash pact 
before June 30, providing the necessary trash 
to make the project economically viable. 
Newton would provide 150 tons of trash per day 
with Worcester providing 450 tons. State of- 
ficials are attempting to convince both 
state consultants and Department of Public 
Works Commissioner Charles Thomas. 

. The committee is slated to choose one of the 
firms on May 19. Several of the committee 
members and some state officials are touting 
a contract with Wheelbrator Frye Inc. of New 
Hampshire - the firm coor dinating the 128 
West Resource Recovery Council (WRRC). 
Mayor Theodore Mann must also approve the 
selection, 

Although the committee has ignored several 
earlier deadlines from NESWC, Wheelbrator 
officials maintain the June 30 deadline must be 
met. 

“I don't think the benefits are as clear c ut 
for Newton if we act alone before June 30,’ 
Thomas told the committee.

Woman golfer who beat the odds

NEWTON — Debbie Suvalle of 
Newton Centre may be out- 
numbered 917-to-one in her pro- 
fession, but she still reached her 
foremost goal of becoming a golf 
professional. 

Suvalle, 30, is one of only 12 
female members of the Profes- 
sional Golf Association (PGA). 
Up until 1977 the PGA, which 
boasts 8000 male members, was 
open only to men. Fortunately, 
she says, ‘‘Things are are chang- 
ing.” 

Suvalle, born and raised in 
Newton, recently returned here 
after several years on the profes- 
sional golfing circuit. She’s now 
teaching golf at the Woodland 
Golf Club in Auburndale. But 
Suvalle will continue to compete 
in golf tournaments and remain 
an active PGA member. 


“I feel I've been very well- 
received by ‘the (PGA) 
members,”’ says Suvalle. The 
men enjoy the ‘‘different perspec- 
tives” offered by the female 
members, she says, 


Suvalle still receives club 
notices that start with ‘Dear 
Gentlemen” and written invita- 
tions which say members should 
wear ‘‘jackets and ties.”’

the PGA rather than the Ladies

‘My parents belonged to the 
club,” says Suvalle, whose older 
brothers also played golf. ‘They 
didn’t push me. But the option was 
there,” she says. 


A graduate of Newton North 
High School, Suvalle competed in 
state golf tournaments at age 19. 
After earning a B.S. in Physical 
Education from Ithica College, 
she went on to become an assis- 
tant coach at the University of 
North Carolina. Through clubs in 
California and Florida, Suvalle 
participated in a number of pro- 
fessional tournaments, including 
the Vermont Open and the Cold 
Spring Classic. 

“I feel I’m a better player now. 
I can handle situations better,’’ 
says Suvalle. 


Now Suvalle is preparing to 
qualify for the U.S. Women’s 
Open in Sacramento, Ca. and a 
tournament in Norwalk, Ct., both 
of which will be held this summer. 
Suvalle also plans to be one of the 
best young golfers in 
Massachusetts. 


“Any young professional has 
the same goal - to be leaders in 
their state. I came home to 
Newton because that’s where I 
feel good. But I like the state too. 


Sharing her expertise with 
golfers at Woodland is also impor- 
tant to Suvalle. She particularly 
enjoys teaching children, but also 
instructs young adults and senior 
citizens.

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore Mann and the 
city’s state representatives are pressing 
MBTA officials to proportionately decrease 
the Riverside fare in conjunction with the May 
1 reduction in rapid transit fares.

They 
cari’t afford the rate reduction.” 

In addition to the fare reduction, O'I 
promised commuters improved and incre 
service, including the reopening of three sta- 
tions and a revival of several bus routes in 
Cambridge and Boston. 

Six days prior to the fare decrease vote, the 
MBTA Advisory Board gave approval to a 
$13.4 million supplemental budget to maintain 
the system through 1982.

Tone down 
the noise law 
in Newton 


NEWTON — On advice from the City Law 
Department, the Aldermanic Legislation and 
Rules Committee Wednesday deleted a provi- 
sion of the city’s noise ordinance which would 
have allowed police to confiscate the source of 
a noise violation. 

The ordinance was approved by Legislation 
and Rules on Feb. 3, but failed to ive 
authorization from the law department 
because of the confiscation provision. Alder- 
man Ethel Sheehan then recommited the item 
to committee for revision, 

The law, if passed by the full Board of 
Aldermen, would allow city agencies to 
measure noise by use of three decibel meters 
available through an Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) grant, The meters will be 
divided among the building, health and police 
departments, 

A confiscated violator would be charged 
with a misdemeanor and slapped with a $50 
fine, Each day an offense continues would be 
considered a separate violation. 

Legislation and Rules approved the law 
unanimously, 6 to 0, despite queries by several 
committee members as to the need of an or- 
dinance policing noise volume. The city’s cur- 
rent noise ordinance prohibits the use of cer- 
tain instruments on weekends and evenings. 

With the decibel meters, the city could ob- 
jectively enforce a noise ordinance where as 
before, the city’s enforcement has been 
hampered by the subjectivity involved in 
checking alleged noise pollutants. 

The meters would allow for an objective 
measurement of noise volume, The 
measurments can be made no closer than fifty 
feet from the source or at the property line in 
which the offending source is located. 

“The whole problem is when it gets to 
court,’ said Sheehan of alleged noise 
pollutants. ‘There is no objective measure- 
ment of noise.”’ 

Alderman Verne Vance, however, thought 
the law would remain difficult to enforce. “I 
question if the police department is going to 
have the ability to check this with decibel

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Local case goes to highest court 


A case ‘you go through once’

It started as a complaint filed by seven Boston State mental patients 
on April 30, 1975 and will end with a landmark United States Supreme 
Court decision 

The case has pitted two Newton attorneys in a complex legal and civil 
liberties dispute and has attracted nationwide attention from 
psychiatrists and advocates for mental patients’ rights. The issue: 
whether involuntarily committed mental patients have a right to refuse 
treatment with anti-psychotic medication? 

The case could set a precedent on psychiatric care of mental patients 
throughout the nation and raises serious questions about the rights of 
patients in any institutionalized setting, including prisons and nursing 
homes. 

The case was combined with 28 malpractice and civil rights suits 
brought aginst individual doctors including several Newton 
psychiatrists.

Stephen Schultz,33, former administrative and legal counsel for 
assachusetts Attorney General Francis Bellotti, has handled the 
case from the beginning. Schultz, now the state’s first assistant 
inspector general, calls it the kind of case “‘you only go through once.”” 

Richard Cole, 33, of Greater Boston Legal Services, has handled the 
case from the other side. Cole and Schultz have spent literally 
thousands of hours on the case and with a Supreme Court decision due 
before the court’s summer recess all that’s left is the waiting. 

Schultz has argued that anti-psychotic medication is essential to the 
treatment of mental patients. From the legal perspective, he has main- 
tained that the state assumes decision making responsibility for men- 
tally ill patients at the time of commitment. 

“Commitment itself is a sufficient predicate to forcibly medicate pa- 
says Schultz. “If the findings were sufficient to take away a 
person's liberty, those same findings are sufficient to treat a person 
after he has been committed.” In order for a person to be involuntarily 
committed in Massachusetts, he must be mentally ill and pose a danger 
to himself or others. 

Cole has argued mental patients, who are deemed competent to vote, 
sell property, enter into contracts and a legally binding will in 
Massachusetts, should also have the right to refuse treatment - treat- 
ment he claims often harms patients. 

“Our position is that while many patients have some limitations in 
certain areas of their lives, most of them are competent to deny 
medication,” he says. “If you can vote, you certainly should be able to 
decide if you should take a drug.” 

Both sides ha -ored points through the lengthy legal process. 

Cole received a temporary restraining order preventing forcible 
medication when the suit was initiated - a restraining order granted 
“permanent” status after 72 days of trial testimony which ended with a 
decision Oct. 29, 1 The decision paved the way for a United States 
F iit Court appeal and finally a Supreme Court appeal by the 
state. The court ruled that a patient could not be forcibly treated 
without his or her consent or that of a guardian except when there is ‘‘a 
substantial likelihood of extreme violence, personal injury or suicide. 

Schultz also won an important round with a ruling that Boston State 
Hospital officials, including several Newton psychiatrists, acted iu 

good faith’ and did not clearly violate the constituional rights of pa- 
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Front of U.S. Supreme Court building. 


tients. The ruling slammed the door on the 28 malpractice suits and 
what could have been thousands of dollars in damages against Boston 
State officials. The First Circuit also broadened the trial court's defini- 
tion of emergencies when mental patients could be forcibly treated. 

The hard edge of Cole’s arguments are the effects of a broad range of 
drugs that are used daily in mental wards across the nation - drugs like 
th rozine, mellaril and haldol. 

“The real major issue is the danger of the drugs,” he says. ‘These 
are not risk-free. They are painful and dangerous.” 

The district court has ruled the medication is mind controlling. The 
state has argued the drugs are “mind liberating” drugs which calm pa- 
tients and reduce psychotic thinking. 

Cole is quick to stress a side effect of the medication called tardive 
dyskinisia which causes involuntary limb and facial movements. “It is 
very embarassing,’ he says. “If it is a serious case, it can affect 
breathing and swallowing.” 

Schultz has countered with evidence that dyskinisia does not occur 
until after years of medication and often the benefits of the drug 
outweigh the side effect. Furthermore, he has argued it is only by 
treating patients that the state can reduce the danger the patient poses 
to himself or herself or to others. 

Cole believes the courts should enter into a patient-doctor dispute 
when forcible medication is an issue. ‘‘A doctor should be forced to go 
to a court,’’ Cole says. ‘‘If they (mental patients) are incompetent, a 
court should find them incompetent and let a substitute make a deci- 
sion.” 

Schultz has also structured his carefully sculpted case on the 
“damaging” effect of the current restraining order. According to 
psychiatrists at both units (whose names have changed since the suit 
began), violence and the need to seclude patients increased, moral at 
the unit dropped markedly and the condition of many patients 
deteriorated. 

Dr. William Kantar of Newton, formerly one of the staff psychiatrists 
at the Austin unit, says the anti-psychotic medication is essential treat- 
ment for mentally disturbed patients. 

“It is almost a burden of proof to feel that they (mental patients) do 
not need the drugs,”’ he said, adding, ‘‘Obviously the drugs are very 
powerful and must be used with a great deal of discretion.” 

Kantar said the restraining order resulted in an “escalation of ten- 
sion and an atmosphere of dangerousness."’ He said psychiatrists were 
often afraid to admit patients - fearful they could not treat them. 

“When institutions feel they can’t treat someone they tend to push 
them aside,’”’ says Kantar, ‘What we have done is create an at- 











mosphere of not wanting to admit difficult patients which has caused 


disturbed people to be more anti-social in the community.” 

Combined with increased de-institutionalization, the restraining 
order made treatment of many mental patients at times difficult and 
often impossible, according to psychiatrists at the unit Psychiatr ists 
were also less willing to work at the units under the restraining order 

“Someone almost has to be totally dangerous before they will be ad- 
mitted to a Massachusetts state mental facility,” asserts Kantar 

According to testimony from several doctors, while the restraining 
order was in effect from May 1975 to August 1977, the condition of 89 pa 
tients deteriorated, the hospitalization of 56 patients was prolonged, 
and 14 patients previously admitted were denied admission becdtse 
they were known to have refused treatment. According to hospital 
records, the number of patients who needed to be transfered to a secure 
facility for dangerous patients also increased dramatically 

Kantar says a Supreme Court ruling giving psychiatrists a free rein 
in administering treatment would be a “blessing for those people that 
pose a danger to themselves or others." Legal advocates for patient's 
rights disagree.

“If patients don’t have a right to refuse anti-psychotic treatment, it 
puts into question whether they have any rights at all that are protected 
by the Constitution,” says Cole. ‘‘A lot of patients I know will not {70 to 
see a doctor because of the experience of being forcibly drugged.” Cole 
also says that most patients are capable of making the decision. 

Kantar and other psychiatrists contend that the emotional state of 
mentally disturbed patients often prevents rationale decision making. 
“They don’t know their own mind,” he says. “It’s the same thing with 
medication: one minute they want to take it and the next minute they 
don’t.”” v 

Kantar was one of many psychiatrists and staff workers that were 
pressured by the suit. He say the case has affected him in ‘ta profound 
way.” 

“T felt personally betrayed,” he says. ‘‘The use of medication and 
seclusion was done in the best interests of the patient and to have these 
accusations affected me in a profound way. It made me very angry and 
bitter to be thought of as a person who did not respect another person's 
rights. I’ve always prided myself as someone that does recognize other 
people's rights.” 

“T hope they see it the way I do,’’ Kantar says, pondering the high 
court’s decision. He says that a decision in favor of forcible treatment 
will provide a ‘‘sense of vindication.” 

Ironically, it was a decision by Kantar and Dr. Michael Gill, also of 
Newton, that set the stage for the suit. Both Kantar and Gill made the 
decision to provide patient legal services at the units. 

“We really felt we were unable to treat patients in the unit because of 
the order,”’ says Gill, head of the Austin unit and Kantar's supervisor. 
“Medication is a very important part of treatment.” 

Gill says the restraining order and pressures of the suit on the staff 
and doctors, along with divisiveness as a result of conflicting testimony 
created an environment where patients ‘‘could hardly get better.” 




















‘Gill says all doctors should be concerned about the suit. “It raises all 
kind of fears among psychiatrists and other doctors that there practice 
will change,”’ he said.

Groups helps former patients get 
back into community activities

NEWTON — Deinstitutionalization, In theory it sounds good. The effort 
to reintegrate the chronically mentally ill back into their communities 
is a positive step for most patients. 

But for many patients, particularly the elderly, the transition is often 
a time of frustration, loneliness and despair 

The problems with deinstitutionalization, according to Gail Chirdon, 
R.N,, coordinator of the NWH Geriatric Team (a multi-disciplinary 
group of health care professionals who provide individual and group 
counseling, advocacy, and family therapy for elderly) is a lack of sup- 
port ms in the community once the patients are discharged from 
the state institutions 

As aresult, many patients often revert back to the familiar, safe con- 
fines of the hospital or mental health clinic, creating what Chirdon 
refers toa ‘revolving door syndrome.”’ 

‘To help ease their transition back into their comunities and to im- 
prove the quality of life, the NWH Geriatric Team has established a 

social club” with volunteers from two community churches, Corpus 
Christi and Auburndale and the First Baptist Church in Newton 

lhe air of this program, according to Chirdon is to “help promote the 
patients’ reintegration into society through the development of social 
program coordinated by the Geriatric Tean) and church volunteers - 
it's an ecumenical! process.”’ She said the emphasis is to develop a rela- 
Uonship between the clients and the volunteers. “Our goal and em 























phasis is to make the social club more of a community-focused group 
rather than a mental-health therapy program,” she says. 

The format of the social club, which began on April 12, is deliberately 
unstructured, Clients are transported in a van on loan from the First 
Baptist Church once a week for the 1:30 to 3:30 p.m, sessions. Church 
volunteers may bring clients to the movies, or take them shopping, or 
they may conduct arts and crafts sessions at the church, The goal is to 
help the clients become more involved with people in their com- 
munities. 

The Geriatric Team is hopeful that other churches will become in- 
terested in setting up social clubs for the chronically mentally ill. Chir- 
don comments, ‘Churches have traditionally been the backbone for 
social causes. And in the era of social service cutbacks, particularly in 
mental health services, we are going to have to rely on support systems 
in the community such as neighbors, and civic and church volunteers.”" 

Chirdon concludes that mental health professionals have not com- 
prehensively utilized the community social network for the chronically 
deinstitutionalized population. ‘Community mental health should not 
just involve mental health practitioners. Every other resource in the 
communities should be involved to make it truly a community effort 
Moreover, volunteers add a ‘friend’ component to our clients’ social 
needs,"’ she says.

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School officials opposed to prayer proposal

Ina meeting with religious leaders and others “interested in prayer” 
on T hursday, Reagan proposed a constitutional amendment which 
would strike down a 1962 Supreme Court ruling and authorize voluntary 
6roup prayer in the public schools. j 

The Newton School Committee has grappled with the issue of school 
prayer as recently as January 1980, when the committee voted 7-2 
against implementing a state law allowing voluntary prayer in the 
schools. Several days prior to the law going into effect, the committee, 
on the advice of the city solicitor that the law might be unconstitutional, 
approved a resolution to ‘delay compliance...until the constitutionality 
of the statute is resolved” by the state court ‘ 

Shortly after the effective date of the law, the state Supreme Court 
ruled the prayer law passed by the legislature unconstitutional. 

Opposition from two committee members in 1980 was based on legal 
grounds and the proper role of the School Committee and was not a 
statement of support for school prayer. 

Although the School Committee membership has changed somewhat 
since the 1980 vote, the majority of the School Committee remains firm- 
ly opposed to the introduction of voluntary prayer in the public schools 

According to committee member Ann Berwi ok, versions of voluntary 
prayer laws have been repeatedly ruled unconstitutional by the courts. 

I mean how many times do people have to be told the same thing,” 
Berwick said. 

“T think it (voluntary prayer) is illegal and I think it is unwise,” she 
stressed. “I think that you put kids who are in whatever the minority or 
the Many minority religious positions happen to be in the class in a dif- 
ficult position.” 

Berwick said a voluntary prayer law would ‘‘put kids...in the kind of 


position that this country has historically said it is not interested in 
tolerating.’

Fink said the School Committee ‘‘felt strongly that the (1980) law was 
a violation of the rights of people and that they had the responsibility to 
act and suffer whatever consequences are taken by the courts.”’ 

“Our history is full of oppression that resulted from people following 
laws that were violations of human rights,” he stre d 

But, Fink said lightheartedly, if a prayer law is passed, ‘‘the first 
thing we'll pray for is more aid for the public schools.”” For School 
Committeeman Robert Ricles the vote on school prayer was the first 
action he had to face a newly-elected committee member in January 
1980, Ricles opposed a volunta ayer law then and remains strongly 
opposed today. Ricles said pr s inappropriate in the schools 
because students would be stigmatized and that such a law “totally 
subverts separation of church and state in my mind.” 

Committee members James Mnookin and Marcia Mitchell also 
strongly oppose school prayer and Mitchell said she supports the action 
taken by the School Committee in 1980. 

“T think it is inappropriate (in the schools),’* Mnookin said, “'T think it 
causes more potential harm and discomfort in a diverse society than 
any possible benefits. 

Susan Silbey said Thursday she does not believe President Reagan 
will succeed in his effort. Although Silbey opposes voluntary school 
prayer because children are placed in the position of being stigmatized, 
she said she does not support the action taken by the School Committee 
in 1980 on legal grounds. 

“My position was that School Committees do not declare laws un- 
constitutional. It’s absurd,”’ she said 

Because she does not believe a prayer law will pa D 
said, “I would hate to see the School Committee get into this mess 
again. It is unnecessary.” 

Philosophically, committeeman Leonard Gentile said he would have 
“no problem” with a constitutional amendment “designed to provide a 
mechanism for the (school prayer) issue to be decided at the local 
level.” 
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“However, I would be opposed to the President's and any other at 
tempts to force their particular views on school departments,” Gentile 
stressed.

Dr. Shwachman: Children’s specialist 


BOSTON When Dr. Harry Shwachman 
first came to The Children’s Hospital Medical 
Center as a pediatric intern in 1937, he had 
never heard of the disease with which his 
medical career was to become so closely iden- 
tified. 

The mysterious childhood illness 
characterized by severe malnourishment and 
pulmonary disease was identifiable then only 
by marked changes in the pancreas revealed 
at autopsy. It was named cystic fibrosis of the 
pancreas, 

As Dr. Shwachman, a former long-time 
Newton resident, cared for children with these 
symptoms, he became frustrated by the futili- 
ty of the post-mortem diagnosis. ‘I wondered 
why we couldn't diagnose the disease before 
these children died, so that perhaps we could 
do something for them,”’ he said. 

This year, Dr. Shwachman, chief of Clinical 
Nutrition, emeritus, and senior associate in 
Cystic Fibrosis (Cell Biology) at Children's, 
celebrates his 45th year of service on the 
hospital's medical staff. Over the years he has 
made major contributions to the present 
understanding of the nature and course of the 
disease itself. He has also been instrumental in 
developing a program of diagnosis and care 
which, in the past four decades, has 
dramatically altered the prognosis for 
children with cystic fibrosis (CF). 

In those early days, babies with CF usually 
did not survive beyond 18 months. Today, ap- 


proximately 40 percent of CF patients live at 
least to age 20, with many surviving into their 
20s and 30s. 

These statistics reflect the important strides 
made over the years in the early diagnosis and 
treatment of cystic fibrosis. And no one has 
been more instrumental in this achievement 
than Dr. Shwachman 

His many contributions include: research 
resulting in the development of the stool- 
trypsin test, a screening procedure which was 
less invasive than that previously used; 
research which established that lung involve- 
ment can be a primary manifestation of the 
disease; the first use of broad-spectrum an- 
tibiotics to treat lung infections and slow down 
the progression of the dise and the first 
practical and reliable sweat test, still the best 
diagnostic procedure for CF. 

While Dr. Shwachman's contributions to the 
understanding and treatment of CF have 
resulted in an increased lifespan for those born 
with the disease, he is also concerned with the 
quality of life of his patients. 

Dr. Shwachman remembers personal 
details about each patient in the tradition of a 
small town family physician. ‘I have a father- 
ly attitude toward my patients who are like an 
extended family to me,’’ he “Tm par- 
ticularly proud of the patients 0 have gone 
on to become quite successful in their careers, 
I have patients wi ho are doctors, lawyers, 
nurses, and teachers

Pointing to the cards and letters that cover 
the walls of his office, he adds, ‘‘Even though 
some of my patients have grown up and moved 
out of town, they often write to tell me how 
they're doing, and some still come to see me 
for their annual checkups.” 


In addition to his dedication to his patients, 
Dr. Shwachman is also committed to 
educating both the medical community and 
the public about CF 

In 1955 he helped form the National Cystic 
Fibrosis Research Foundation and later serv- 
ed as chairman of its Medical and Scientific 
Advisory Council, The foundation helps 
establish centers for the diagnosis and treat- 
ment of the disease throughout the country, 
and sponsors educational programs for 
parents and physicians 





Over the years, Dr. Shwachman has pblish- 
ed more than 250 articles on the nature, treat- 
ment, and diagnosis of the disease, and has 
lectured on CF throughout the world. And 
wherever he travels, he is likely to find that 
the physicians caring for CF patients are his 
former students. 

Since the causes of this chronic, genetic 
disease are still unknown, and a cure has yet to 
be found, biochemical and genetic research 
continues. Dr. Shwachman was instumental in 
the establishment of the Ina Sue Perlmutter 
Research Center at Children’s in 1979, the first 
major laboratory in the world devoted ex- 
clusively to the study of CF. 

Though now officially retired, Dr. 
Shwachman still sees patients, writes medical 
reports, and lectures around the world. 

Summing up an association with CF which 
has spanned the entire medical history of the 
disease, Dr. Shwachman says, ‘‘When you 
become involved, it’s hard to get uninvolved.” 

Dr. Shwachman recently moved to 
Needham after 29 years in Newton, though he 
still plays first violin with the Newton Sym- 
phony Orchestra., His wife, Irene, is a well- 
known photographer. They are the parents of 
three children and have two grandchildren.

Chamber VP says figures ‘orchestrated’ against business

NEWTON — The Chamber of Commerce executive vice-president 
charged this week that assessors ‘‘orchestrated” a classification plan 
to make revaluation more ‘politically acceptable” to homeowners also 
hit hard by the project. 

Chamber Vice-president Lewis Songer also claimed Sunday 
assessors have consistently ‘‘stonewalled’’, leaving the chamber with 
little data or time to analyze the new business assessments. 

After protests by business people before the Board of Aldermen last 
week a public hearing has been scheduled for Thursday, May 20 at 7:30 
p.m. in Newton South High School. 

Under the classification submitted by Mayor Theodore Mann and 
assessors to aldermen, businessmen and women will be taxed the max- 
imum allowed under state law - 150 percent. 





tax rate, homeowners and residential taxpayers would face a property 
tax increase if businesses were taxed at anything less than 150 percent. 

The chamber vice-president also charged that the tax levy may be in- 
flated to raise tax dollars. The revaluation was implemented to raise 
the tax levy and avoid an $11 million cut under Proposition 2%. 

“It seems to me they (city officials) had a figure they had to achieve 
and they've done it,’’ he added. 

Songer said a chamber request for a complete listing of businesses 
and owners with last year’s tax bill and new estimated tabs was 
repeatedly ignored b . Assessors provided a listing by street 
numbers without business names or owners last week. 

Songer said one of the chamber’s recommendations on Thursday 
night will be for the city to use the budget surplus to reduce the com- 
mercial tax burden.

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Ted Pomeroy’s hobby 
may yet take flight 


NEWTON — According to those who practice origami, the Japanese 
art of paper folding, if you fold 1,000 cranes, you will have eternal 
life. 

Although he doesn’t admit it, this may be the reason why Ted 
Pomeroy, a Newton resident and a senior at the Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital School of Nursing, has been practicing origami for the past 
15 years. 

What Pomeroy will say is that he finds the Japanese art form 
challenging and at the same time, relaxing. 

“It’s challenging to see how many shapes you can create from a 
single square of paper. It’s also meditative in nature,” he says. “By 
repeating the folds over and over, you develop a feeling of peace and 
tranquility, similar to uttering one's mantra while meditating. 

Pomeroy s that the art of paper folding has been passed down 
from generation to generation in Japan for hundreds of years. 
Elementary school children learn how to fold six or seven models, 
such as the swan, frog, and the famous crane. Instead of using 
crayons, they fold paper into shapes to learn eye and hand coordina- 
tion skills and to gain a sense of shape and form. 

He first became interested in this unusual art form in his early 
teens. ‘‘My father interpreted the instructions and I soon learned to 
fold 12 different shapes,”’ he S. 

His interest in origami didn’t rekindle, however, until after college 
when one of his patients at a state psychiatric hospital asked him to 
teach the art form. “I soon began to try more complex forms and 
spent more of my spare time experimenting with different shapes, 
he says. ; 

In the last 10 years, Pomeroy has tackled the most intricate forms 
such as the rigged ship, which requires close to 90 folds. His creative 
products have also been put to good use: one Christmas he decorated 
his entire tree with origami objects. 

The art of origami is difficult to master and requires a tremendous 
amount of patience as well as observation, memory and finger dex- 
terity skills. 

To truly appreciate the skills required for origami, one should see 
Pomeroy in action. The transformation that occurs is almost 
magical as he takes a shiny, green square piece of Christmas wrapp- 
ing and with quick, precise finger movements, folds the square, pro- 
ducing a long-necked, life-like, regal-looking crane. : 

Giving life to inanimate objects is an important concept in 
origami. In fact, one Japanese legend tells of one origamist who fold- 
ed his crane so perfectly that the crane took flight.

City’s trash pick up cost still in limbo

NEWTON — The city budget approved at last Wednesday night's 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen has a hole in it. 


Because of ongoing collective bargaining between the Department of 
Public Works and its employees, the cost of collecting refuse for the 
coming year is still unknown. 

Included in the new $10 million DPW budget is a cut in the crews 
manning the city’s 17 refuse-collection trucks, but it is still unknown 
whether the union will agree to it. 

The new budget would reduce the trash pickup crews from two men 
to one. Fifteen men would be eliminated from the department. 

The reduction in crew size is part of an overall $1,210,392 reduction in 
the DPW budget which Commissioner Charles Thomas has said will 
result from an overall reorganization of the department. 

Alderman Richard McGrath, head of the Public Facilities Commit- 
tee, pointed out the unknown in the DPW budget minutes before the 
final vote on the city budget was taken. He said he was “uncomfortable 
not knowing what the policy will be’’ with regard to the number of men 
on the trash truck crews. 

“Tf the labor force is not reduced, I can’t see where the funds will 
come from,’’ McGrath said. ‘‘We’ve been assured by the mayor's office

“Surplus is supposed to be there for difficult situations,”’ said Songer, 
adding that aldermen cannot claim their hands are ‘‘tied’’ and justify 
sitting on a budget surplus. 

Small businesses hit hard by the revaluation, Songer says, may 
decide to pack their bags and bring their business elsewhere.'‘No one 
hasto do business here,’’ he asserted. 

Songer said taxpayers are mistaken if they believe that all 
businesses are reaping ‘huge profits.’’ The chamber official also 
criticized city officials for passing an $84.5 million operating municipal 
budget including a $39.1 million school budget with no cuts in spite of 
the crunch of increased taxes under revaluation, Songer said the 
limited cutting during budget proceedings was ‘not reasonable.’’ 

Songer pointed out that businesses have also been forced to pay new 
taxes and fees since the implementation of Proposition 2% including a 
sewer tax and rubbish collection fees.

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that the funds will be there, but I’m afraid that in three or four weeks 
we'll find out we've been had." 

McGrath pointed out, ‘‘There’s a danger that we might have 
overlooked a very important aspect of the city’s functions.” 

He said he was only mentioning the question of crew size on the trash 
trucks to be sure aldermen were ‘‘made aware’’ of the situation. “‘It is 
possible and probable that, if I didn’t say anything, they’d come back 
and say I was asleep at the wheel,’’ McGrath said. 

The alderman from Ward 4 called the logic behind the personnel cut 
“unreasonable,’’ and insisted that saying it would make trash collec- 
tion more efficient was “preposterous and ridiculous, It's not a case of 
featherbedding where one guy on the crew is not working. If you cut 
down to one man, he can only lift so many tons. He’s not going to pick 
up twice as much.”’ 

He pointed out that the side-loading trucks which now make up the 
bulk of the refuse collection fleet were acquired at a time when crews 
consisted of three men. 

McGrath added that one-man crews were appropriate in some situa- 
tions, such as trash pickup in rural areas, but not in a city where the 
stops are so close together. 

He insisted that he has not interfered in the collective bargaining bet- 
ween the DPW and the union. ‘‘My only influence has been to keep them 
talking in negotiations,”’ he said.

Heckler delivers on 
Weeks’ housing; 
Frank is skeptical

NEWTON — Congresswoman Margaret Heckler declared, ‘‘I bring you 
a miracle,” before the crowd which filled Mayor Theodore Mann's of- 
fice Friday afternoon but her opponent in the Fourth Congressional 
District contest scoffed at her ‘“‘miracle’’, citing Heckler’s voting 
record on federal housing grants.

The ‘miracle’ Heckler presented was the recent approval by the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) of a $4 million 
grant for the conversion of Weeks Junior High School into 75 units of 
housing. 


Heckler said that, when Mann wrote her in April to request that she 
pursue the grant for the city, ‘‘There was almost a loss of hope for the 
project. Ted Mann told me, ‘If you could do this for me, it would be a 
miracle.’”’ 


Congressman Barney Frank's press secretary, James Dorsey was 
critical of Heckler’s calls to the media to announce the grant. Dorsey 
noted, ‘‘To a certain extent, it is ironic that Mrs. Heckler voted with 
Ronald Reagan to cut subsidized housing, and, as a reward, is being 
given a certain say in determining where the remaining Section 8 pro- 
jects will go.” 


The conversion of the old Junior High will produce 42 units of low- and 
moderate-income housing. 


Eight units will be for families, and 67 will be for the elderly. The 42 
units that come under the federal ‘Section 8’ program will be subsidiz- 
ed. Residents of those units will pay only 25 percent of their income in 
rent. The government will pay the difference. 


The mayor said he had introduced the developers of the project, The 

. Newton Community Development Foundation, to HUD officials and 

Heckler after plans to fund the development through a state agency 
failed to materialize. 

“When I brought the parties together,”’ the mayor said, ‘‘I knew that 
the only source of funds would be HUD. I also knew that the only person 
who could carry through on this was Mrs. Heckler.” 

Heckler’s press secretary Arthur North explained, ‘Margaret 
Heckler knows her way around in trying to get grants. And the city 
wanted the grant.” 

Dorsey said, however, that the White House was taking Heckler’s up- 
coming race against Frank ‘‘very seriously.” He said, ‘‘People who 
voted for the president’s economic policies are in trouble because those 
policies are not working. You’re going to see a lot more of this distribu- 
tion of goodies.”’ 

Concerning Mann’s turning to Heckler for assistance in the Weeks 
School matter, Dorsey said, ‘‘His primary concerns are for the people 
of Newton and their needs. He has to do what is best for the city. He’s 
able to read these political ironies as well as anybody.” 

Heckler observed, ‘This is a community project in every sense of the 
word . The views of the neighbors have been solicited and taken into ac- 
count. The work the Newton Community Development Foundation has 
done in this project alone speaks well for them and for the promise that 
this and similar projects hold for Newton.” 

Under the terms of the development, the foundation will lease the 
land and the building from the city, which will share in the profits of the 
project. 

Mann applauded the aldermen gathered in his office for the con- 
ference. “Without the aldermen, nothing could have happened,”’ he 
said. 

Aldermen Richard Bullwinkle, Richard McGrath, Robert Tennant, 
Ethel Sheehan, Carol Ann Shea and Leonard Gentile smiled uniformly 
in response. In an oblique reference to heated debate during recent 
budget hearings, Bullwinkle piped up, ‘‘That isn't what you said last 
week,"

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Editorials 
Taxpayer pains 


The storm against revaluation kicked up 
so violently by citizen outrage at huge 
jumps in Newton tax bill projection is part 
of what is being experienced throughout 
the Cernmmonwealth. By the end of 1982, a 
large body of elected municipal officials 
will be feeling the pubic wrath and opting 
for the peace of private life. 

Meanwhile, the travail must be endured. 
Newton’s rulers, executive and legislative, 
are paying the price for a quarter century 
of neglect to establish updated, equitable 
valuations. Sure, there are field agent er- 
rors and data miscues to straighten out, 
but the simple truth has to be that the 
anguish chiefly stems from the fact that 
older dwellings had been riding along on 
ridiculously low assessments and in no 
way could adjustment be achieved without 
exacting a heavy toll. 

Having said this, we hasten to furnish an 
addendum which relates to continued 
perplexity. An expanded valuation base 
through new appraisals ordinarily would 
provide a substantial total valuation 
amount against which to apply the propor- 
tionate assessments, thereby giving the 
homeowner some chance for an easing of 
the burden. 

It doesn’t seem to be working out that 
way. With the Proposition 2% percentage 
cap applied, an expanded valuation base 
doesn’t reap the benefits which heretofore 
were there apparently. Waltham, far bet- 
ter off than Newton because of two past 
revaluations, has reason to be apprehen- 
sive that it won’t benefit adequately from 
its new valuations because of this built-in 
restraint. 

Both Newton and Waltham should be 
fighting for a better shake. At the very 
least, we’re entitled to a clearer explana- 
tion than has come out of the Department 
of Revenue to date. 


Sharing the turf 


Two things happened in the city last 
week which at first may appear unrelated, 
but below the surface, are tied in closely. 

First, a group of city workers - cops, fir- 
fighters, DPW laborers and human rights 
advocates - met at the Newton Police sta- 
tion to address a long-standing undercur- 
rent of ethnic, religious and racial resent- 
ment. 

Although the meeting was something of 
a secret, because of the expected issues to 
be addressed, it turned out to be a good 
chance to air some concerns by many peo- 
ple. More such meetings - face-to-face - are 
planned in the future to iron out some basic 
human differences. 

The second thing which happened was 
the annual Springfest celebration which 
surrounded City Hall. It was, as always, a 
great event which brought people of all 
races and ideals together to enjoy a 
wonderful spring day. Springfest served to 
promote the best image possible for the ci- 
ty of Newton. 

On the one hand a group of residents met 
to face the differences which tend to 
isolate us all, and foster suspicion and 
jealousy. On the other hand, a beautiful 
spring day and a celebration served to 
show us all Newton is a community of in- 
dividuals who can walk on the same lawn 
and share the same blue skies. 

With that in mind, perhaps the group 
meeting at the police station can, with 
hard work and understanding, come 
together for the best.

Green Line fare: nasty surprise

On May 1 with great fanfare, the MBTA an- 
nounced the first fare reduction in its history. 
Starting that day tokens were reduced from 75 
cents to 60 cents, But Green Line riders were in 
for a nasty surprise - their inbound fare remain- 
ed $1.50, rather than the expected $1.20. 

This is only the most blatant act of discrimina- 
tion against Newton by the T which has long 
acted as if Green Line riders are entitled to the 
worst service, and now appears to feel that they 
should pay a premium for that service. 

The lame rationale given by officials at the T 
for this betrayal is that trolley service is ‘‘dif- 
ferent’’ from the rapid transit service on the 
Red, Orange and Blue lines which serve other 
parts of the metropolitan area. That statement 
may be true - the service is certainly worse - but 
that does not address the equity of the fare. 
Historically the cost of riding the Green Line was 
4 multiple of the basic rapid transit fare. 

When fares on the downtown portion were 25 
cents, it cost 50 cents inbound and 50 cents out- 
bound on the Riverside Line. The method of fare 
collection was changed in 1977 to the payment of 
7 cents inbound and 25 cents outbound to 
eliminate the need for payment at the fare box 
upon leaving the car. While this represented an 
inequity for patrons riding inbound only, it did 
permit a speed up in outbound service, especial- 
ly during rush hours, as the driver could then 
open all three doors rather than just one at the 
front of car 


The 1980 and 1981 fare increases were coupled 
with a change to a formal zone system, but each 
time the Riverside Line received comparable 
treatment to the corresponding zones on the Red 
and Orange Lines, Both these fare increases 
were implimented in violation of state en- 
vironmental law and with no thoughts for the ef- 


Citizens of Newton already pay the third 
highest MBTA assessment to the T, exceeded on 
ly by Boston and Cambridge.

fect on ridership. A drastic reduction in 
patronage following the 1981 fare rise forced the 
rollback of the basic fare from 75 to 60 cents, an 
action which the T peddled as a ‘‘benefit"’ to 
riders rather than an action forced upon them by 
a rider rebellion. 


What is not explained by all the arguments 
about the difference between trolley service and 
rapid transit is the equity question - why was it 
considered equitable to raise fares uniformly 
throughout the system, and now suddenly it is 
equitable to lower them selectively?

In fact, at times I resent it. 

I have striven for years to attain a modicum of that old-fashioned 
word, dignity, and to have a young lady some 30 years my junior say 
“Andy, Dr....”’ will see you now, does something to me. 

Perhaps it wouldn’t be so bad were she to announce “Andy, ...(first 
name) will see you.”’ At least that would put us on equal terms! 

The reason for this informality is easy to understand. The medical 
profession (born in the 1950s) believes that “familiarity casts out 
fear.”” Perhaps they are right, for a certain generation. However, for 
others I contend that it is merely an irritation and an intrusion on our 
private lives, despite their well-meaning attempts to ‘‘put us at ease.” 

What does Newton think? I look forward to answers in this column.

nie Thomas Johnson. My father, 
Jonathan Parker Bishop Fiske, 
was the son of George Mann Fiske 
of 438 Wolcott Street, Auburndale. 

Grandpa Fiske migrated by 
team and oxen from Medfield to 
Auburndale. Later on he had 
horses and buggy n the barn in 
back of the house on Wolcott 
Street. 

Grandpa volunteered during the 
Civil War and was unfortunate to 
be taken prisoner by the Con- 
federates. He spent the better 
part of a year in Andersonville 
Prison. He contracted a fever 
which plagued him all the rest of 
his life. At the time of his death he 
was considered the oldest Civil 
War veteran in Newton, I believe. 

Our family, mother, dad, 
sistern Helen and yours truly liv- 
ed with grandpa for several years 
after his wife, Sarah Wilder 
Fiske, died around 1928, It was 
through her side of the family that 
we were related to Judge Robert 
Bishop of Bishopgate, Newton 
Centre. 

Grandma Fiske raised Angora 
cats and shipped them all around 
the country, not that she needed 
the money. 

Grandpa Fiske had a prosper- 
ing brick manufacturing business 
with factories in Dover, N.H. and 
Ridgeway, Pa. at which plant Ek 
Stickney and I worked during the 
summer of 1915, for 15 cents an 
hour. We paid $10 per week for 
board and room and had a little 
left over for the movies and ice 
cream cones. 

Grandma had a pen for the cats 
in a room in the back of the house 
over the kitchen, which room 
became my bedroom. 

To this day, as I write, I can still 
smell the cat odor! I used to tell 
my friends I was brought up in a 
cat house.

Mortgage assist bill gains approval 


NEWTON Congressman 
Barney Frank’s proposal to pro- 
vide mortgage assistance to pur- 
chasers of single—family houses 
cleared a major legislative hurdle 
last week as a House subcom- 
mittee included a version of it in 
an omnibus housing package 
reported out to the full committee. 


Frank’s home—ownership 
legislation was included in the 
Housing and Urban—Rural 
Recovery Act, an omnibus hous- 
ing bill reported out of the Hous- 
ing and Community Development 
Subcommittee. Frank is a 
member of the subcommittee 
which held a hearing last month 
at his request in Fall River on his 
First—time Homeowners Op- 
portunity Act. 

“T believe that testimony of peo- 


ple at the hearing from 
Southeastern Massachusetts had 
a very favorable impact on the 
chairman and helped move the 
bill along,” Frank said in a press 
release last week. 

Middle income families, those 
with incomes under 130 percent of 
the median income, would be 
eligible for the program which 
could lower their mortgage in- 
terest rates to as low as 9 1/2 or 10 
percent, depending on their cir- 
cumstances. 

“High interest rates have pric- 
ed young Americans out of the 
housing market and turned the 
American dream of home owner- 
ship into a nightmare,” Frank 
said. 

“This bill will go a long way 
toward making the dream live,” 
he added. 


Other sections of the omnibus 
housing bill cover rural housing, 
multiple family housing, and 
housing rehabilitation program. 


The legislation would provide 
$600 million in Fiscal 1983 for mor- 
tgage assistance for the purchase 
of approximately 175,000 single- 
family houses. The program 
would be open to everyone who 
qualified but priority would be 
given to first-time homebuyers. 


Assistance would apply to con- 
ventional, FHA and VA mor- 
tgages. Although there would be 
no limit on the maximum sales 
price of a home to be purchased 
under the program, the size of the 
mortgage would be limited to 
$67,000 with a minimum down 
payment of 3 percent. 
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How the budget breaks down for city 


NEWTON — The $97.6 million budget approved by aldermen 
Wednesday hight includes cuts in funding and personnel in almost 
every major department. Mayor Theodore Mann said the 45 positions 
eliminated in municipal departments and 33 from the school side 
should all be reduced through attrition. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 

Total budget: $6.28 million. Cuts in the fire department’s budget 
resulted in the elimination of four chief's aides positions and eight 
firefighters from the Manet Road fire station in Chestnut Hill, which 
has been targeted for closing. 

Four of the eight firefighters from the company will be transferred to 
another company. The other eight positions (four firefighters and four 
lieutenants) have been scheduled for elimination through attrition. 

With the elimination of 12 positions, the department is down from 181 
firefighters in fiscal year 1982 to 173 in 1983. 

The closing of the Manet Road station will save $365,000. The depart- 
ment’s budget has been cut from last year’s figure of $6.88 million to 
$6.28 million. This cut represents a loss of approximately $600,000, or 9 
percent from a year ago. 

The department’s budget is 97 percent labor intensive. More than 
$6.14 million, including $350,000 in additional appropriations for over- 
time expenses, went toward salaries in 1982. 


PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 

Total budget : 10.3 million. Of the 28 personnel cuts in this depart- 
ment, 15 are still the subject of collective bargaining. Commissioner 
Charles Thomas’ recommended cuts, included in the approved budget, 
trim the department from 249 hourly personnel to 221, at a savings of 
more than $600,000. 

The 15-man cut presently being negotiated involves the reduction in 
refuse collection truck crews from two men to one. The results of those 
negotiations should be known on May 19, according to Deputy Mayor 
James Hickey. : : 

Thomas said that the only cut which will be ‘directly visible” to tax- 
payers is a reduction in street sweeping. Sweeping of all city streets 
will be conducted only twice a year instead of five times a year. 

Noting positions eliminated last year, Thomas said, ‘‘We are working 
with 50 fewer people and doing more work.” 


SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 
Total budget: $39.1 million. Contending with a projected decline in 
enrollment of 600 students next year, school officials submitted a $39.1 
million budget for fiscal year 1983 which eliminates 33 positions.The 
department has eliminated 222 professional and non-professional posi- 
tions since the implementation of Proposition 242.

NEWTON — Headed by the Northeastern 
United States Navy Band, the annual City of 
Newton Memorial Day Parade will be held on 
Monday, May 31, witha starting time of 1 p.m. 

Parade Adjutant Frank Howley has also ad- 
vised that within the line of march will be the 
Vietnam Combat Veterans of Worcester, the 
Blue Knights Law Enforcement Motorcycle 
Club, the Newton North High School Marching 
Band as well as the Newton South High School 
Marching Band. 

Other musical units include the four-time 
Veterans of Foreign War state championship 
band, the Holy Name Band, as well as the 
Stuart Highland Pipe Band attired in tradi- 
tional Scottish Highland dress. The Stuart 
Highland Pipe Band is the official musical 
representative of the Eastern Command of the 
Royal Canadian Legion. 

The parade units will form at 12:15 p.m. at 
Washington and Crafts Streets, Newtonville, 
and then at the appointed starting time pro- 
ceed up Washington Street to Walnut Street, 
south on Walnut Street to Commonwealth 
Avenue, west on Commonwealth Avenue to 
“pass and review” by Newton City Hall. All 
parade units will then proceed to the area in 
front of the War Memorial Building for the for- 
mal dedication of the ‘living Memorial 
Garden” and the annual Memorial Day ad- 
dress by Mayor Theodore D. Mann. 

Supported by Newton veterans, the garden 
is being developed under the direction of 
Richard C. Metro, a highly decorated veteran 
of the Vietnam War. Metro is the holder of a 
bachelor of science degree in arbor and land-

Casey to executive board 

N TON - The Norumbega Council of the 
Boy Scouts of America has named Peter P 
Casey, a vice-president of finance and ad- 
ministration of SCA Services, inc. as a 
member of the council’s Executive Board. The 
Norumbega Council covers Newton, Weston 
and Wellesley 

Casey is an Eagle Scout who has been af- 
filiated with scouting for over 13 yer years 
During the past three years he has ser ved as 
cubmaster of Pack 152 in Weston. He currently 
serves as chairman of the Advancement Com-

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In what was described as ‘‘a first-class presentation,’’ represen- 
tatives of the department convinced aldermen that any cuts in the 
budget would seriously impair services to students, and the package 
passed “‘unscathed.”’ This year’s budget is a $1,517,600 increase over 
last year’s. Budget guidelines for city departments were set to 
stimulate a 4.5-percent decrease from the previous year's budget. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 

Total budget: $6.3 million. Unlike last year, when the department lost 
eight positions, the total police force h not been reduced. A $31,000 
captain's position which was originally eliminated from the budget was 
restored by an aldermanic vote Tuesday night. 

The city’s charter requires that the department have six captains. 
The proposed cut would have reduced it to five. The budget includes 
$100,000 for the purchase of 12 new police cruisers. 

The budget has been cut approximately $411,801 from last year. 


LIBRARY 

Total budget: $1.1 million. Restorations approved by the Board of 
Aldermen softened the impact of the $442,801 cut originally proposed 
for the city’s library budget. One aldermanic resolution added $2,000 to 
keep a branch open in Oak Hill. Another added $8,500 to the budget for 
the purchase of books. The book purchasing account has been level 
funded for the last five years. 

The library system was forced to reduce the hours of three library 
pages who stock shelves. Library Director Virginia T: jian said that 
staff and volunteers would have to pick up the workload. She added that 
an estimated 100 volunteers have greatly aided the system. 

“We are not affluent by any means,"’ Tashjian said. ‘‘But we are not 
as bad off as I thought we would be.” 














HEALTH DEPARTMENT 

A total of $18,546 was cut from last year’s department budget. The 
total for this coming year is $697,378. The department has eliminated a 
school health aide who assisted nurses in the school system and reduc- 
ed the hours of a part-time nutritionist. With approval from the mayor, 
aldermen voted to provide $7,348 to level-fund mental health services. 





RECREATION DEPARTMENT 

Total budget: $1.5 million. Approximately $79,000 was cut from last 
fiscal year’s budget. The department has eliminated two positions, a 
Park Maintenance post and a timekeeper'’s position. 

With approval from the mayor, aldermen restored $1,500 for Newton 
Youth ice hockey rental, $1,500 to purchase additional recreational 
equipment, and $2,500 to restore funding for a youth center in Newton 
Highlands. 


PRICES 
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§96.7M city budget 
wins okay from board

NEWTON Aldermen Wednesday night gave final approval to a 
$96.7 million FY 1983 municipal budget that will result in the 
elimination of 45 city positions, 33 school positions and the closing of 
the Manet Road Fire station. 

Aldermen approved the $84.5 million operating budget, which 
does not include state, county, MBTA and other assessments, by a 20 
to 1 vote. With budget reserve the total operating budget for city 
departments is $86.1 million. 

Under the budget package in the second year of Proposition 2%, 
the city will raise $75.3 million in property taxes - just under the 
maximum limit allowed under Proposition 2% and the recent 
revaluation. 

In the first two years of Proposition 2%, the city has cut 360 
municipal positions, 219 school department positions and more than 
50 part-time positions. Under the controversial tax cutting measure, 
the proposed school budget survived without a cut for the second 
straight year since the School Committee lost fiscal autonomy. 

The passage of the budget came with little debate as aldermen ac- 
cepted with resignation Mayor Theodore Mann’s decision to deny 
aldermanic resolutions to keep the Manet Road station open and in- 
crease the library budget by $5,000. Mann also denied a resolution 
that may have helped an 11 year municipal employee facing a cut in 
hours. 

In retaliation, several aldermen unsuccessfully attempted to 
reconsider the executive department budget and reduce funding for 
the Citizens Assistance Officer’s position. After a bitter debate that 
lasted nearly an hour, the reconsideration failed by a 17 to 4 vote. 

While aldermen defended the job that is required under the 
charter, an angry Alderman Richard McGrath called the position a 
“public relations’? position for the mayor. He noted that the 
assistance officer used to be stationed in the foyer of City Hall rather 
than in the second floor mayor’s office. 

Under the city charter, Mann has the sole authority to initiate 
budget appropriations. Aldermen can only make cuts and resolu- 
tions requesting funding. 

Mann accepted two resolutions approved by aldermen Tuesday 
night: $31,129 to finance the salary of a police captain and $6,475 in 
budget reserve until the Personnel Department can conduct a study 
on two positions in the Building Department. 

“Basically we have come to a pretty solid meeting of the minds,” 
Mann said of the aldermanic deliberations. ‘‘When you are dealing 
with a budget of $100 million and you find few areas of criticism, you 
are pretty much on target.”

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Aldermen refuse to set a date on} 
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new citizen group reval hearing

NEWTON The Board of 
Aldermen Monday night refused to 
set an immediate date for a special 
hearing on petitions filed by a citizens 
group battling revaluation. 

Aldermen voted 13 to 6 not to sus- 
pend rules to schedule an immediate 
date for a special session on revalua- 
tion. Save Our Homes Two, a revival 
of a group formed in 1975 to battle a 
revaluation attempt, has requested 
that aldermen enforce the “‘letter and 
intent’ of the contract with the firm 
that conducted revaluation including 
“remediation of deficiencies.’’ The 
group claims the revaluation is 
plagued with inconsistencies, errors 
and discrepancies. 

“IT don't understand why the majori- 
ty of alder-people refuse to continue 
the dialogue with the people,” Presi- 
dent of Save Our Homes Two John 
Rogers said after the vote by 
aldermen. ‘I don’t understand why 
aldermen appear to be afraid to have 
the issue discussed further.”’ 

Many aldermen, however, maintain 
an immediate special session is not 
necessary. They stress the legislative 
body has no power to reject the 
revaluation and the grim alternative 
is an $11 million cut in this year’s 
municipal budget with only one month 
remaining in the fiscal year. 

The citizens group has also filed a 
petition requesting that asessors pro- 
vide a clear and complete definition 
and instruction in “‘laymen’s terms’ 
on filing forms for property tax 


abatements. The organization filed 
the two petitions under a city charter 
provision that requires a public hear- 
ing with the filing of 50 signatures by 
registered voters. 

City Clerk Edward English receiv- 
ed the petitions late Monday after- 
noon. English said the petitions will 
£0 to the Election office for certifica- 
tion and a date will be set for the ses- 
sion within three months as required. 

Board of Alderman President Mat- 
thew Jefferson said that the petitions 
will be assigned to the legislative 
body in ‘‘due course.”’ 

“Tt was an inappropriate time to try 
and present those petitions,” said 
Chairman of the Revaluation Sub- 
Committee Paul Coletti. 

“There is no emergency,” said 
Alderman Carol Ann Shea. ‘‘There 
will be a public hearing and it will be 
assigned.”’ 

Alderman Verne Vance, who voted 
not to suspend the rules, said too often 
citizens expect the board to act “right 
here and now” on items. 

“IT went to the revaluation hear- 
ing,”’ he added. “‘I will go to the hear- 
ing on Thursday. I am happy to listen 
to what citizens have to say even 
though I’m not sure I know what I can 
do about it.”” 

Alderman Michael Malec viewed 
the situation differently. “I don’t 
think it’s illegitimate,’ he said. 
“They are talking about a timely con- 
cern of a great number of people...All 
these petitioners want is to set a date 
for a hearing.” 

Malec, however, 


agreed that 


aldermen have no power to directly 
aid taxpayers claiming to be unfairly 
assessed. He said the meeting may 


not “accomplish much, but would 4 


allow citizens to vent their anger.”’ 
Alderman Richard McGrath, who 
requested the suspension of rules, 
criticized his colleagues for not set- 
ting a ‘‘timely”’ date for the hearing. 
McGrath, who has been criticized 
for taking political advantage of the 
revaluation crisis, maintained it was 
essential that the hearing be set 


before property tax bills are mailed. ¢ 


He charged that many aldermen are 
“insensitive” to the taxpayers’ 
demands. 

“You have to literaly fight to have 
a public hearing,” he said, adding 
that the hearing will be too late for 
taxpayers concerns to get fair treat- 
ment by the legislative body. 

The revaluation was implemented 
last May to raise the tax levy and 
avoid cuts under Proposition 2%. 
Under the new values, approximately 
75 percent of the city’s 22,309 
homeowners face tax increases. 

Businessmen are preparing for a 
public hearing Thursday night at 
Newton North High School to take 
their turn at bat speaking out on 
revaluation and classification. The 
meeting is scheduled for 7:30 p.m. 

Some aldermen are concerned that 
residential taxpayers will storm the 
meeting, resulting in chaos and confu- 
sion. Coletti, who will chair the hear- 
ing, said homeowners will not be 
allowed to speak at the meeting until 
businessmen have finished.

Oral history presentation set 


WEST NEWTON — An Oral History of ‘‘The 
Working People of West Newton from 1920- 
1950”’ will be presented to the West Newton 
Branch Library on Sunday, May 23 during an 
Open House celebrating the 75th birthday of 
the Newton Community Services Center. 


“Tt is a valuable way of preserving the past 
for an increasingly interested citizenry,” says 
Susan Cain, the Newton Free Library’s 
Reference Librarian who is coordinating the 
Oral History Project. 


The Oral History Project, which is being 
developed with the cooperation of faculty and 
students from Boston College, Northeastern 
University, and the Jackson Homestead, will 
result in a collection of taped interviews of 
residents who worked in a variety of jobs and 
businesses from 1920-1950. The tapes will be 
made available as a research and reference 
tool for the public. 


The Oral History Collection will include the 
actual interview tapes, individual 
biographical data forms and an index of the 
tapes. 

The materials from the entire Oral History 
Project will become part of the Newton Free 
Library’s collection of ‘‘Newtoniana.” Boston 
College, Northeastern University and the 
Jackson Homestead will also have copies of 
the collection. 

Ultimately, each village branch library will 
also have a set of its own village’s oral history 
tapes which will be available for use in the 
branch library.

have been made in the budget. ‘‘There’s pro- 
bably $200,000 to $300,000 in there if you know 
where to look,’’ he said, and added that he 
needed more time and more figures to do it 
himself. 

The alderman from Ward 3 added that there 
was some concern with cutting too much out of 
the school budget because the limits of Pro- 
position 2% restrict how much can be added on 
next year 

Bullwinkle’s prediction looked somewhat 
doubtful as Human Services Committee Chair- 
man Rodney Barker told aldermen that, ‘‘as a 
matter of principle,’’ he felt he had to recom- 
mend a cut in the $1,114,565 fuel allotment. 
Barker said that all other departments over- 
seen by the Human Services Committee had 
been held to level funding in their most recent 
budget requests and that his original feeling 
was that “the School Department should be 
treated equally.” 

According to Barker, ‘‘We wanted to send a 
message to those who are struggling hard that 
cuts must be made."’ He added, ‘‘We are not 
traitors to education. We all support it with our 
own blood, our children.”’ 

Alderman Robert Tennant agreed that an at- 
tempt should be made to reduce the budget 
“without affecting the substance of educa- 
tion.’’ Tennant pointed to ‘‘an annual turnback 
of $200,000"' and said, ‘‘I can’t buy it.”’ 

He pointed out, ‘‘The school population is 








down, but salaries are up. We would pass a $39 
million budget without even suggesting cut- 
backs.,,, Where are we coming from?” 

Alderman Cynthia Creem criticized pro- 
ponents of the suggested cut. ‘$100,000 is a 
meaningless cut,”’ she said. “It's only going to 
be a matter of principle, a question of image. I 
don’t think it’s worth it. 

Elaine Gentile, an alderman and a high 
school science teacher, echoed Creem's 
remarks. ‘Making a cut for the sake of mak- 
ing a cut is ridiculous,”’ she said 

A recommendation that the $100,540 from 
the fuel allottment be put into ‘budget 
reserve" to be used if needed, instead of being 
summarily cut, enjoyed only limited circula- 
tion. The main impetus behind the suggestion 
was that the same action had been taken on the 
municipal budget the night before. 

Alderman Verne Vance termed the previous 
night's action “a mistake. And wherever we 
have a chance to make one mistake instead of 
two, we should take it."’ He urged his fellow 
aldermen to ‘‘trust the School Department." 

Creem pointed out that putting money into 
“budget reserve’’ was different for municipal 
and school funds. She said the mayor must 
come before the aldermen to get the money out 
of the reserve. 

A move to reconsider a previous vote to ear- 
mark $90,000 of the municipal fuel accounts for 
budget reserve was defeated by one vote.

this is where I'd like to be." 
Mechem says Newton North 
High has a “different clientele” 
and a more comprehensive high 
school program. “This (high 
school) is more consistent with 
what I wanted to do,” he says. 


“T love the kids and the teachers 
and the dynamics of the school,” 
Mechem says with fondness. 

Mechem’s career in education 
began after three years in the U.S. 
Naval Reserves aboard the 
destroyer Southwest Pacific. In 
1946, he took his first teaching job 
at St. Paul’s School, a private 
preparatory school in Concord, 
N.H., where he was also a 
housemaster and coached three 
sports 

He was director of studies at St. 
Paul's from 1955-57 before becom- 
ing principal of Walnut Hills High 
School in Cincinnati, Ohio 
Mechem then came to Newton. 

“I guess there was a theme in 
those changes,’’ he says of the 
direction of his career. ‘I’ve mov- 
ed from selective hools to a 
more comprehensive situation 

“T guess that’s my educational 
philosophy. Public schools should 
be comprehensive. 

“It has been fun being in 
Newton because Newton does 
that,’’ he stresses. ‘‘Newton has 
the opportunity to do it properly 
because it has the economic base 
and philosophic support.” 

Mechem hesistates for a mo- 
tment when asked which ac- 
complishments at Newton North 
High make him the most proud. 














“I’m proudest of the com- 
prehensiveness of the school 
because, believe it or not,

ty during his 22 years as a high school prin- 
cipal here.

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Superintendent Aaron Fink calls the job of 
running a high school without question ‘the 
toughest job in America” and says Mechem 
has provided the the leadership that has made 
Newton North ‘one of the premiere high 
schools in our country.”’

Group addresses bias, tension in city

NEWTON — The Human Rights Commission 
and city employees said last week they hope to 
settle long-standing ethnic, racial and 
religious tensions in the city with ongoing 
public discussions. 

During an unprecedented meeting in Police 
Headquarters with Police Chief William Quinn 
and representatives of most city departments, 
workers voiced what they id were pre- 
judices dividing the north and south sections of 
Newton. Richard D. Glovsky, chairman of the 
commission, said the meeting was called in 
light of reports of ethnic tensions and a recent 
racial incident at Newton North High School 
which involved a group of black and white 
girls. 

Glovsky told the group the city’s work force 
was asked to participate in the discussion 
because “you know the city and live in the ci- 
ty.”” He added that ‘none of us believe city 
workers are the source of the problem,” but 
that the commission ‘‘wants your input, ideas 
and suggestions.”” 

During the two-hour meeting, the discussion 
sometimes became emotional when workers 
said some economic classes receive better and 
faster city services. Others suggested 
discriminatory practices in promotions 
on ethnic background. An angry mother 
her son was the victim of class discrimination. 

Glovsky, himself a native of Newton who 
was educated in Newton Public Schools said he 
was the victim of ethnic slurs growing up. He 
said recents reports indicate tensions still ex- 
ist 

According to Glovsky, Mayor Theodore 
Mann has received numerous reports of ethnic 
and racial tension, but declined to comment 
further on the reports 

Mann stressed that an understanding of 
cultural differences is ‘tone of the most impor- 
tant parts of interpersonal relationships in our 
society.’’ He said that recent experiences in 
Newton reveal ‘feelings of hostility’’ among 
various races, religions and economic 5 
“There’s no place for this in our commu 
he said. 

Mann urged parents to discuss the issue with 
their families and children. 

“Children feel the tensions,’ he said. “As 
soon as any group is picked on it results in ten-

ed. He pointed out that unemployment, budget 
cuts, layoffs and high taxes contribute to the 
tensions. ‘All the seeds are there for 
scapegoatism,”' he said. 

Mann left the group following his address 
“This is not my plan, or my life. It’s your 
responsibility,’’ he said. 

A public works employee initiated discus- 
sion on discriminatory practices in providing 
various city services. He said residents of the 
south side of the city have more represen- 
tatives at City Hall and, as a result, receive 
faster service, Dan Mazzola, a representative 
of the Water Department, said, ‘‘It’s drilled in- 
to their heads that the south side has priority." 
He said workers learn immediately that if a 
service call comes from the south side then it 
should be dealt with as soon as possible. 

Mazzola also said the quality of the worker 
isn't as high in the north side. He said workers 
don’t worry about the quality in the north side 

“It comes from the higher rank aid Maz- 
zola, adding that ‘‘The kids pick t up.” 

A fire department representative said the 
north-south attitude does not influence the 
department on service “We don’t treat 
anyone any differently,’’ he said. 

Robert Hamilton, a representive from the 
Sanitation Department, questioned Mazzola’s 
view of better and quicker service for the 
south area. Hamilton said the division between 
the north and south side of the city is ‘set up 
by people themselves in attitude and various 
other ways.”

NEWTON The city’s new noise ordinance 
came within a whisper of being acted on Mon: 
day hight, even though one alderman describ- 
ed it as being ‘on the verge of ridiculousness."’ 

The law, if and when it is passed, would 
allow city agencies to respond to noise com- 
plaints with decibel meters provided by the 
Environmental Protection Agency. The 
meters will provide the city with the exact 
measurment needed to enforce the ordinance 

The five-page ordinance specifies the “‘max- 
imum noise level permitted” for dozens of ac 
tivities. A 10,000 pound truck, for instance, is 
permitted to emit 86 decibels at speeds of 35 
mph or less. Over 35 mph it is permitted to 
emit 90 decibels. A bulldozer is also allowed 90 


decibels. The recommended levels were set by 
the EPA 

A lawn mower could produce only 75 
decibels before someone from a city agency- 
either the building, health or police 


departments—came within 50 feet of the noise 





and measured it with a decibel meter. 
Violators can be charged with a misdemeanor

Chelmsford woman will 
appeal to superior court

NEWTON — A Chelmsford woman will appeal 
a guilty verdict on a prostitution charge to 
Middlesex Superior Court. 

Newton District Court Judge Monte G. 
Basbas found Patricia A. Frost, 41, guilty last 
week of soliciting for prostitution and fined her 
$250. Frost was arrested April 1 at the Newton 
Health Club in Upper Falls after she allegedly 
solicited a Newton police detective. 

Frost, a licensed masseuse, had worked at 
the club since August and listed her occupation 
as dance instructor. According to Newton 
police, anonymous complaints prompted the 
undercover investigation. 

Frost's attorney, John Shorton of Newton, 
will appeal the case to Middlesex Superior 
Court where Frost is ordered to appear in 
criminal court May 26.

for a city like Brookline that might have some 
acute problems with noise. But Newton is not 
Brookline, and the problems are not as vast or 
painful.” 

Besides complaining of over-regulation, 
Carmichael objected to part of the ordinance 
which regulates car horns. He said it was 
“ridiculous. This means you can’t beep your 
horn unless you are applying your brakes.” 

Alderman Ethel Sheehan responded, ‘‘When 
you start to do something like this, you have to 
be comprehensive.’’ She went on to describe 
several locations in the city where “people 
leaning on the horn’ seems to be a constant 
problem. 

Carol Ann Shea, who originally docketed the 
noise law, recommended it be passed as is. “Tf 
it turns out, after a year, to be unworkable, 
then we can take another look at it.”’ 

No action was taken on the proposed or- 
dinance because Joseph DePasquale protested 
that he did not have enough time to read it 
over. DePasquale said that alderman needed 
48 hours, by law, to consider the text of any 
new legislation. The final version of the noise 
law made its debut at the beginning of the 
Monday night meeting. 

“This has happened a couple of times in the 
last month or so,’ DePasquale said in 
reference to the legislation’s appearing short- 
ly before it was to voted on 

Aldermen voted against suspending the 
rules so they could vote on the law. The matter 
should come up for a final vote in two weeks. 














was granted a continuance on the case, which 
was scheduled for trial on Friday.

Newton Health Commissioner Bernice Joyal 
has said that the employee’s licenses to prac- 
tice massage are “‘separate entities” and that 
the health club will continue to hold its license 
unless McIntosh is found guilty. 

Under Health Department regulations, a 
guilty finding of a crime involving ‘‘moral tur- 
pitude”’ would mean the automatic revocation 
of McIntosh’s license to operate the club, Joyal 
said.

Marchioni’s one-hitter ends Tiger frustration 


The proverbial monkey has 
been lifted off the collective backs 
of the Newton North baseball 
team. 

The Tigers removed said 
monkey Friday night at Jake Den- 
nis Field by upending Waltham, 2- 
0, for their first victory over the 
Hawks in three years.

Two teenagers find 
getting involved is 
fun, but hard work 


NEWTON CENTRE — For Tina Rosenthal, 15, 
and Jenny Holm, 12, ‘‘getting involved’ means 
more than planning school activities or doing 
homework. Since January, both teenagers 
have worked diligently planning, managing | 
and evaluating programs through Newton 
Community Schools. 

“Due to the work of Tina and Jenny, the 
Auburndale Community School offered 10 top- 
notch programs for teens this spring,’’ stated 
NCS Executive Director Joseph S. Baron. 
“These two young people have set an excellent 
example for other teenagers and all Newton! 
residents - they saw a need in the community 
and developed activities to meet that need.” 

Programs developed by the pair included an 
indoor soccer clinic, an orienteering course, a 
French dessert workshop, a beauty clinic, a 
chocolate-making lesson and a series of five 
teen specials ranging from Reed Basketry to 
Ukranian Easter Eggs. 

Tina Rosenthal, a ninth grader at Warren ”

discovered that coordinating activities was a 
mixture or hard work and enjoyment. 

“Jenny and I had a meeting first, then kept 
in contact by phone and decided what we 
wanted to offer’’, Tina noted. “It was lot of 
work, but it was fun too.”’ 

Jenny Holm, a seventh grader at Warren 
agreed. ‘‘We broke the Community Schools 
record for teen programs,” she stated en- 
thusiastically. “After we decided on the 
courses, we made a lot of phone calls to get 
people to teach.” 

In addition to recruiting program leaders, 
the girls made financial arrangements, detail- 
ed an activity schedule and attended in- 
dividual programs to make sure everything 
ran smoothly. 

Both Tina and Jenny have parents who are 
active in Community Schools. Tina’s mother, 
Kit Rosenthal, is treasurer for the Auburndale 
Community School and Jenny’s mother, Gail 
Holm, has served as co-coordinator for the 
local committee this past year. 

“It was our idea to start working,’’ noted 
Jenny. “I told my mother we shouldn’t have 
them planning our teen programs because we 
knew what we were doing. Our parents were 
always there to help us though, and to tell us 
not to wait until the last minute before we 
made phone calls.”’ 

Gail Holm supports her daughter’s involve- 
ment wholeheartedly. ‘‘We as parents could 
talk all night about what we want our 
teenagers to be doing but they should be telling 
us,’’ she emphasized. ‘‘It works the same way 
it does with adults in Community Schools - kide 
are as interested in what their friends and 
neighbors are doing as their parents are."” 

Both Tina Rosenthal and Jenny Holm are 
satisfied with what they accompplished during 
the spring term. However, there has been one 
minor setback.

Although it has yet to be proved that 
exercise will reduce the possibility of a 
heart attack, there’s plenty of evidence 
that exercise can make your heart work 
more efficiently. 

Cardiovascular conditioning, increas- 
ed aerobic capacity or simply ‘‘the train- 
ing effect’’ requires sustained activity — 
10 minutes at the start, 15 to 30 after your 
muscles are in better shape — at least 
three times a week and preferably on 
alternate days. The exercise must be 
strenuous enough to give your heart and 
lungs a workout. 

How can you tell if it is? The best way 
is to check your pulse rate during or im- 
mediately after stopping the exerc 
Consumer Reports’ engineers have ex- 
amined six pulse meters that attempt to 
do just that. 

By far the most sophisticated among 
them was the Genesis Exercise Com- 
puter 100 (from Biometric Sytems, 
Marina Del Ray, Calif.). It sells for $160 
and looks like a huge electronic 
wristwatch, 

This portable pulse meter can give you 
a continuous reading even while you're 
running. You can set a pulse-rate range, 
and a beeper will tell you when your rate 
is above or below the limits. 

The Genesis will also tell you how long 
you’ve kept your rate within the limits 
and how long it takes your pulse to settle 
down to whatever base rate you set. To 
help you pace yourself, there’s an ad- 
justable metronome that beeps at a rate 
you set. 





Cloudy future 


NEW YORK — Offers are down and 
the college class of 1982 faces a cloudy 
job market — with the exception of 
petroleum engineers and computer ex- 
perts, the College Placement Council 
said Monday. 

However, salary offers are up. 

The report, an early barometer on the 
job scene for new college graduates, is 
based on information from 184 place- 
ment offices at 161 of the nation’s 3,000 
colleges. 

The decline in offers, compared with 
the 1981 situation, is a turnabout from 
optimistic projections recruiters made 
in the fall. 

The predictions hinged on something 
that didn’t happen, an early recovery in 
the nation’s economy, said Judith 
Kayser, manager of the council’s 
Department of Statistics. 

On salaries, the report cited a peak of 
$30,432 a year for a new bachelor’s in 
petroleum engineering, up 14.2 percent 
over last year’s. 


Exercise makes hearts 
work more efficiently 


If you or your doctor believes that your 
heart rate should be monitored during 
exercise to ensure that you do not exceed 
a critical pulse rate, this is the model of 
choice among those CR has tested, but 
we found our samples didn’t al 
work reliably. 

The battery-powered Pulse Tach CPS4 
(Prime Microelectronic Instruments, 
Salt Lake City, Utah) is much cheaper 
($70), weighs less than an ounce and fits 
on the end of a finger. A liquid-crystal 
display shows your heart rate, either up- 
dating when the rate changes or averag- 
ing it every four beats. The Pulse Tach 
worked nicely, but you really must be at 
rest to get a reliable reading. 

Much less convenient were four 
battery-powered heart-rate monitors: 
the $130 Apollo Heart Rate Indicator, the 
$198 Pocket Pulseminder, the $3895 
Digital Pulsemeter and the $189 Insta- 
Pulse. 

These gadgets were too cumbersome 
to use during most kinds of exercise 
you have to keep your hand still to avoid 
false readings. Even so, the Apollo never 
gave a stable reading. Upper torso 
movements and wet or dirty hands caus- 
ed the Insta-Pulse to give spurious 
readings. 

Instead of shelling out more than $100 
on these, buy a wristwatch with a second 
hand and take your pulse yourself. Press 
the index and middle fingers of one hand 
against the upturned wrist of the other 
hand, count the number of beats in ex- 
actly 10 seconds and multiply by six.

BOSTON — Gasoline prices are on 
the way up and industry experts 
predict it will cost an extra nickel per 
gallon by Memorial Day. 

The drying up of stockpiles and the 
law of supply and demand are cited 
for the end of the year-long fall in 
prices, 

James R. Ayotte, director of the 
Bay State Gasoline Retailers Associa- 
tion said Monday gasoline prices have 
“definitely gone up’? over the last 
three weeks and the trend will con- 
tinue. 

“Two months ago, prices dropped 
dramatically when the major oil com- 
panies dropped their prices to the 
dealers, but that trend has definitely 
ceased,"’ Ayotte said 

“The prices all the way around are 
slowly going back up, with an average 
one to two penny increase over the 
last few weeks.”’ 

In April 1981 unleaded gasoline sold 
at $1.32.7 in some metropolitan Boston 
stations. Last month the price was as 
low as $1.10.7

Be wary of cheap paint 


Those annual spring paint sales will be 
coming up soon. Price cuts of up to one- 
third are common and make it worth 
buying what you need while the prices 
are low. 

Should you skip the high-priced paints 
and head straight for the bargain base- 
ment? Sure if you’re painting the 
basement, or the age for that matter. 
But a $5-a-gallon paint won't do a first- 
class job in the rest of the house. 

However, don’t make the mistake of 
thinking that the more expensive the 
paint, the better it is. A top-of-the-line 
price may not buy top quality latex wall 
paint. As you move up in price, the quali- 
ty of the paint doesn't always improv 

In fact, Consumer Reports’ chemists 
have noticed a general decline in the 
paints they've tested over the last 
several years. Faced with soaring 
prices, manufacturers seem to be skim- 
ping on the materials that give a paint 
good hiding power, durability and 
resistance to fading. 

The 32 top-line paints the CR chemists 
tested this year were a little better than 
those tested a few years back but still 
generally disappointing. Many produced 
good coverage in two coats and general- 
ly withstood scrubbing better than did 
the cheaper paints tested in 1980. 

You might expect a top-of-the line 
paint to be durable and easy to clean, but 
CR’s tests showed big differences. 
Grease wiped right off 10 brands with a 
few sponge strokes, but the four worst 

















brands soaked up the stain so thoroughly 
that sponging didn’t do much good. 

And, because of their vulnerability to 
standing water, latex paints are a poor 
bet for windowsills, plant shelves, kit- 
chen and bathroom trim or any surface 
that's likely to get wet often. Oil-based 
paints are still the best products for 
those surfaces. 

There’s no point in buying expensive 
paint unless you need qualities that are 
available only in top-of-the-line pro- 
ducts. One-coat coverage would be 
worth the extra price, but you're not 
likely to get it unless you're repainting 
something with a color not too different 
from what's already there. Good 
washability is another quality worth 
paying for. 

A few paints clustered around the top 
of the ratings in several color 
categories: J.C. Penney One & Only took 
first place in white and blue, second 
place in pink and yellow, third place in 
green and sixth place in gold. 





Honorable mentions for overall per- 
formance should go to two regional 
brands — Kelly Moore Acry-Plex, sold in 
West Coast states, and Duron Plastic- 
Kote, sold in Central states — and to one 
national brand, PPG Pittsburgh Manor 
Hall.

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Fighting country crime 


DAVENPORT, Iowa (UPI) — Mark 
Settle was mildly — but pleasantly — 
surprised to learn that nearly all of the 
country residents in his most recent 
seminar had locked their doors before 
leaving home. 

He was even more surprised to find out 
none had left their keys in the their car's 
ignition or ashtray. 

“Not any more,” murmured several 
people. Many of these rural residents 
had been victimized by burglaries 
several times. 

Settle, an Iowa State University 
resource development specialist, said 
the crime rate in Iowa’s rural areas 
went up 18.8 percent in the past year, 
compared to a 9.9 increase for urban 
crime. 

“You could be a victim of theft,’ he 
said. ‘‘It’s time to accept that.” 

To make sure there are no easy ways 
into the house, he said, ‘‘go around and 
look at your home as if you were a thief.” 

He suggested taking a look at alter- 
nate routes family members use when 
they lose their keys or the extra key that 
is kept under the door mat or in the near- 
by flower pot for such occasions, 

“If you stop a burglar for about four 
minutes, it’s more than likely he will go 
on to someplace else,’’ he said. ‘Thieves 
are lazy, They’re not going to work real 
hard to get in your house unless they're 
professionals. 

“But if they’re determined enough, 
they’re going to get into your home no 
matter what you do.”’ 

Settle said the weakest link in any 
home security program may be doors 
and windows, 

He said the most secure type of door 
lock is the deadbolt with at least a l-inch 
throw in the bolt to reach into the 2-by4 
door frame. He said chains, which hook 
the door to the frame, ‘‘are a waste of 


money... there’s only a few little screws 
there holding it and it can be easily fore- 
ed open."’ 

He warned against hollow core doors, 
which consist of two pieces of plywood 
with a hollow center. 

“If you have these kind of doors, 
sometime when you get some money, get 
yourself some new doors,” he said. 
“There's just nothing you can do to pro- 
tect yourself with these.” 

Settle also recommended replacing 
glass in doors and vulnerable basement 
windows with plastic substitutes, like 
plexiglass or polycarbonate plastic, 
which are virtually unbreakable. 

For windows, Settle prefers key- 
activated locks and metal pins that are 
inserted through the top and bottom win- 
dow frames at an angle and make it dif- 
ficult to jimmy the window open, 

Settle said alarm systems can be very 
effective as a crime-deterrent by mak- 
ing a loud noise or turning on lights that 
scare off intruders. Some systems also 
may alert police or neighbors to a possi- 
ble break-in. 

Settle said residents of rural areas 
should organize to improve their 
awareness of the problem and to supple- 
meat law enforcement efforts. He sug- 
gested neighbors should agree to watch 
over each other's property and report 
suspicious activity to local authorities 
and to each other, 





Country residents might consider for- 
ming a Neighborhood Watch program in 
which trained volunteers patrol the area 
during the times most criminal activity 
is likely to occur, he said. 


Residents in the program place crime 
watch warning signs in their windows to 
make criminals think twice about at 
tempting robberies in the area 





Making your own helpers 


You can buy aluminum hangers to at- 
tach to the storm windows you have 
made, These hangers allow windows to 
go up quickly and to fit snugly into the 
window frame 

You will need a pair of window 
hangers, hook eyes, a pair of screw-in 
hooks, a hammer and a screwdriver. It 
should take about 20 minutes per win- 
dow 

1. Begin by mounting the jamb 
hanging brackets at the top of the win- 
dow. Mount each bracket 1 inch in from 
the side of the window opening. The back 
of the jamb-hanging bracket should 
touch the blind stop of the window 

2. Now position the window parts of the 
hanger set, called the top rail brackets, 
at the top of the window. Place each 
bracket 7+s8 inches in from the edge of 
the window. The top of the bracket 


should be flush with the top of the win- 
dow frame 

3. To attach the top rail brackets, use a 
4d nail to punch a starter hole in the 
frame through the screw holes in the 
brackets. 

4. Drive screws into these punched 
holes and tighten. 

5, Use a 4 d nail to punch starter screw 
holes in the bottom of the window frame, 
close to the glass, 4 inches in from each 
side of the frame 

6. Screw the screw-in hooks into these 
holes. 

7. To mount the new window, hook the 
brackets on the window into the brackets 
mounted on the window frame while 
holding the window with the bottom edge 
swung out at about a 45-degree angle 
When the brackets are engaged, swing 
the bottom end of the window in

* Battery should be checked 
for fluids and charge.

SOUTH BEND, Ind There was a time 
here when everyone thought Nathan and 
Arnold Altman were, well, crazy. 

That was in 1964, the old Studebaker- 
Packard Corp. had just closed down its 
dreary United States operation, and the 
Aliman brothers stepped from nowhere 
to announce they were purchasing the 
rights to one of Studebaker’s products, 
the stylish, sexy and low-slung Avanti 
automobile 

Conventional wisdom sighed. 

Yes, the Avanti was eye-catching; on 
the other hand it was something of a 
loser. Studebaker executives had in- 
troduced the car in a last desperate ef- 
fort to shore up the company’s failing 
fortunes, but only 4,800 of them were sold 
during one full year (1963) of all-out pro- 
duction 

Still the Altmans were persistent 
They said the supercharged Avanti was 
ahead of its time, and much too beautiful 
to be tossed on the scrap heap of 
economic vagaries. Eventually, they in- 
sisted, the South Bend creation would 
become a classic of the American motor- 
ing industi 

And that’s s precisely what happened 
Nathan Altman is now dead, but 17 years 
later brother Arnold is still manufactur- 
ing Avantis here in an ancient 
Studebaker assembly shop. The car’s 
design has not been changed a minute, 
yet Altman can’t make enough of them 
to satisfy the demand. 

It’s not General Motors, understand. 
Altman employs 117 people to build and 
market fewer than 200 cars a year. Yet 
at a time when the rest of the automobile 
cosmos is reeling from changing moods, 
the Avanti Motor Corp. is enjoying a 
modest yet steady and even comforting 
prosperity.

Some of that prosperity is due to the 
car's sticker tag. If the vehicle has 
become a classic, so has its cost. The 
simplest version of the eight-cylinder 
Avanti (with automatic transmission) 
sells for $23,000; that’s four times the 
cost in 1963, and triple that of just a 
decade ago. 

And that’s only the base price. Power 
steering and air conditioning are stan- 
dard equipment, but if customers want 
to load the car with items such as elec- 
tric windows ($150), Recaro seats 
($1,100) and leather upholstery ($1,200), 
the cost can creep to the Mercedes-Benz 
class of $30,000. 

Whatever the sum, Altman says it’s 
worth it. A sober man in shirtsleeves and 
wrinkled pants, he points out that the 
Raymond Loewy-designed vehicle is vir- 
tually hand made. There are no Detroit 
robotics at Avanti Motors; the Fiberglas 
cars are embled by fingers rather 
than transistors. 

There are no conveying belts in the 
plant, for example. And there's little 
sense of urgency. Radios play. Men 
wander off to call their wives. Altman 
s a cough is a loud noise on the line, 
and in some areas the only sign of real 
movement is the pushing of a chassis 
from station to station. 

This isn't to suggest the workers are 
lax. Altman claims rather that they are 





























quality oriented. He says the Avanti is 
the best built car in America (‘‘We have 
never had a recall’) because the men 
and women who put them together are 
the most experienced automobile 
workers in the business. 

One-third of Avanti’s employees are 
more than 50 years old. Half of them 
have been with the company (including 
Studebaker) from five to 38 year: 
Twelve employees are in their 60s, six 
men are in their and one fellow, pur- 
chasing agent Bob Turpin, will be 82 on 
his next birthday. 

Altman s his work force is the real 
reason for Avanti's prosperity. ‘We're a 
family here. I know everybody by their 
first name. We work hard to turn out the 
best product we can, and I think every 
man and woman in the plant will testify 
that we succeed in doing just that.”” 














A host of Avanti customers add to that 
testimony. The car is expensive, it is on- 
ly available at 19 dealerships, and the 
fuel rating is a skimpy 17 miles per 
gallon; yet the waiting list for delivery is 
14 weeks long, and two of every 10 cars 
sold this year will go to repeat 
customers. 


Why? Buyers say the cars are safe and 
reliable, and they never go out of style. 
Parts are scarce, so are mechanics who 
can work with them, but, as Altman

change for intelligence informa 
tion. Loftus implied the smuggl 
ing operation was approved by 
high officials in the administra 
tion of the late president Dwight 
D, Biseninower. Loftus also charg- 
ed that officials lied to the 
legislature and the courts about 
the smuggling ring. The operation 
defied orders by late U.S 
Presidents Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Harry 8, Truman who said 
Nazi war criminals would not be 
allowed into this country 


Frank said that on Monday 
morning he spoke with Romano 
Mazzoli (D-Kentucky) sub- 
committee chairman and Peter 
W. Rodino Jr.(D-New Jersey) 
chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, who agreed a full-scale 
congressional probe into the 
smuggling operation should be 
conducted. Frank said the in- 
vestigation would include hear- 
ings with testimony from former 
Nazi war criminals as well as 
those involved in the operation 
He said he believes some officials 
involved in the smuggling ring 
still work for the Defense Depart- 
ment. 


Frank said the maximum 
penalty for Nazi war criminals is 
deportation from this country. He 
said the statute of limitations 
prevents the Justice Department 
from prosecuting the criminals. 
“Deportation is hardly sufficient 
punishment for mass murder, 
said Frank. However, he said that 
at the very least Nazi criminals 
should not be permitted to enjoy 
the freedoms and privileges of 


this country. Frank said it is 
unlikely that the war criminal 
would be penalized in the U.S. 
since in order to do so the Con- 
stitution would have to be amend- 
ed 


“The major strength of this is to 
prevent it from happening 
again,” said Frank, 
rank said the criminals would 
be sent back to the Soviet Union, 
where he hoped they would be 
punished. However Frank said he 
could not be sure what would 
become of them once they were 
deported. 








Loftus reported that former 
President Richard Nixon and 
former Vice-President Nelson 
Rockefeller were among those in- 
volved in the coverup. Frank 
doubted however that Nixon 
would be called to testify. “He's 
not a major factor,’ he said. 


Frank called Loftus ‘a genuine 
hero’ who was ‘‘frustrated with 
beauracratic obstruction.” He 
said no laws were violated in the 
attempt to disclose information 
which Frank said should not have 
been concealed. 

Frank noted that after WWII 
the legislature passed the ‘One 
Hundred Persons Act,’’ which 
allowed some exceptions to im- 
migration laws. But he called it an 
“outrage” that the criminals 
were allowed in the U.S. because 
“they weren’t even morally fit to 
be exceptions to the decency 
rule.” 





Frank said he cannot guarantee 
that the investigation will be con- 
ducted but he does expect to get 
the full vote needed from the 36- 
member committee.

A head teacher at Countryside, she was appointed principal of the 
Spaulding School in September, 1956 and has been principal there for 
the past 26 years, 

Punch is known ‘“‘as a truly wonderful principal,’ School Committee 
Chairperson Nancy Mann says. Mann points out that Punch was the 
first elementary principal to work with consolidation. 

“The fact that it went so well is a tribute to her. She was probably the 
one best qualified to do it first,’’ Mann says in praise of Punch. 

Fink maintains that in many ways the 1976 merger that resulted in 
Memorial-Spaulding School was the ‘‘most crucial’’ consolidation.

Superintendent Fink says Gay was appointed in 1954 as a consulting 
teacher for the elementary schools and that for 16 years she ‘‘shared 
her expertise in teaching curriculum and classroom management with 
teachers new to the system.”’ 

Fink also praised Gay for her work on many committees and for her 
guidance and support of special programs for the handicapped. He 
adds that she helped develop and administer the Title I summer pro- 
gram. 

Chairperson Nancy Mann says that Burr was involved when Davis 
Elementary closed and that Gay “maintained her composure and 
displayed a lot of courage under difficult circumstances.”’

On a ‘pleasant little jolt’

NEWTON — When he was 18, Newton poet 
Douglas Worth got his first ‘‘pleasant little 
jolt’ which whetted his appetite to become 
a serious poet — a third place award in a na- 
tional contest sponsored by ‘‘Seventeen”’ 
magazine. 

Now 42, the jolts have become more and 
more charged as Worth has developed as a 
poet. He recently won first prize in an inter- 
national poetry competition (the Sri Chin- 
moy Poetry Awards) for his poem, ‘‘Kite”’ 
(printed on page 4). 

Worth, who lives in Newtonville with his 
wife, Karen, and their two children, has 
taught English at Charles Brown Junior 
High since 1970. His poetry has ‘‘always 
been something on the side,’’ he says, 


especially since very, very few poets can 
earn a living in the publishing world. 

With unruffled perseverance, Worth has 
kept at writing for about 20 years now. Get- 
ting poems published on a ‘‘week to week" 
basis is difficult, he admits, but over the 
years he has been published in ‘‘some pret- 
ty good magazines” and the collective pic- 
ture is more encouraging. Because his 
writing is time-consuming, Worth says his 
life is focused on his family, his teaching 
and his poetry. 

The bearded poet frequently is up at 5 
a.m. to get in a couple of hours of writing 
before putting on his protective helmet and 
peddling his older-model bicycle to his job 
at Brown Junior High. Only the worst

Veep Bush at BC 
says Soviets must 
be ‘reasonable’

NEWTON — Vice President George Bush 
told Boston College graduates Monday the 
United States would only accept 
“reasonable offers’ from the Soviet Union 
in an effort to reduce nuclear arms. 

“We want peace without blackmail,” said 
Bush, as he addressed graduates at the col- 
lege’s 106th commencement. ‘‘We will ac- 
cept reasonable offers. We cannot accept 
ridiculous ones.”” 

Boston College, which yesterday 
graduated 2600 students, awarded Bush an 
honorary doctor of laws degree. Some 
students wore white arm bands as a silent 
protest to the college’s decision to award 
Bush an honorary degree. The students 
criticised federal cuts in higher education 
and the college’s decision to award an 
honorary degree to a ‘‘man who maintains 
that nuclear war is winnable,’’ according to 
a press release from a student group. 

Bush, whose daughter Dorothy is a 
Boston College senior, said the “possibility 
of any war is angonizing.’’ He said that 
regardless of public doubts, President 
Ronald Reagan is moving toward a reduc- 
tion and ‘eventually’ the elimination of 
nuclear arms. 

“The United States will continue to 
bargain in good faith,’’ said Bush. He said 
Reagan will present arms controls pro- 
posals on June 12 at the United Nations Se- 
cond Special Session on Nuclear Disarma- 
ment. 

Bush said ‘‘nuclear weapons exist so that 
Soviet threats will not be used."’ He said 
people who deny that a Soviet threat to U.S. 
security actually exists should speak with 
someone “‘in a Polish jail.” 

Bush said the United States ‘tyearns” for 
freedom and peace. ‘‘The world will know 
that we will resist any attempts to take it 
(freedom) away,” he said. 

Bush said the administration wants to 
reduce ‘‘the risk that has created this 
nuclear madness. 

“This administration is in pursuit of arms 
control that reduces Soviet and United 
States stockpiles,’ the vice president said. 
He stressed that the administration wants 
“a nuclear arms reduction,"’ not “a 
freeze.” 

Bush said the Reagan administration has 
made arms cutbacks proposals to the Soviet

Grads’ futures uncertain 


NEWTON — Boston College’s students and 
faculty said Monday they were enjoying the 
“biggest ceremonial day of the year,’’ but 
expressed concerns about the future. 

“I feel great today, but tomorrow is 
another story. I am _ scared about 
graduating,”’ said Elaine Golden, of Newton 
Centre. Golden, 22, feels uncertain about 
her future because of a lack of jobs and fun- 
ding to continue her education. She 
graduated with a bachelor’s degree in 
political science and planned for a govern- 
ment job. 

“Since the administration is cutting back 
on the number of federal employees and 
funding for state and local employees, | 
really don’t know where I'll be working at 
this point,’’ said Golden. 

Golden disapproved of the university's 


decision to award Vice President George 
Bush with an honorary degree. ‘I think the 
university made a very serious mistake in 
honoring a representative of an administra- 
tion that thinks nuclear war is winnable and 
is cutting back on desperately needed funds 
for higher education,” said Golden. 

Golden financed her undergraduate 
education through a variety of internships 
and waitressing jobs, She is less optimistic, 
however, about funding her graduate school 
education. ‘‘My parents can't afford to put 
me through and I can’t afford to go next 
year, which I really wanted to do."’ Golden 
said she plans to work during the next few 
years and save money for graduate school, 

Golden also chastised President Ronald 
Reagan for cutbacks in social service pro-

NEWTON — Under the proposed new tax rates recommended by 
assessors approximately 70 percent of the 740 businesses and 21,602 
homes in the city face property tax increases, 

Aldermen plan to vote on new tax rates under classification at a 
special meeting Thursday night after a public hearing on revaluation. 
The vote is sure to draw sharp criticism from either businessmen or 
homeowners. 

Aldermen Monday night voted 19 to 2 to postpone the classification 
vote until homeowners have an opportunity to voice opinions on the 
controversial new rate. The hearing is scheduled to begin at 7 p.m. with 
aldermen taking a vote immediately following. 

The public hearing will allow a citizens group battling revaluation, 
Save Our Homes Two, to address aldermen on three revaluation peti- 
tions filed by the organization. The petitions include a request that the 
contract with the company conducting revaluation be strictly enforced. 
The group contends the company, Finnegan and Associates of Acton, 
should be forced to pay penalty fees for allegedly not meeting the con- 
tract. 

Assessors released statistics Monday night detailing the effects of 
the new proposed tax rates under classification. City assessors and 
Mayor Theodore Mann are recommending that businesses be taxed at 
the maximum allowed under state law - 150 percent.

NEWTON A Newton 
developer Monday night unveiled 
preliminary plans for a $7 million 
proposal for a six-story building 
with 65 condominium units and 
15,000 square feet of office space 
on Oak Street in Pettee Square. 

Jack Antaramian, a Newton 
developer who has a number of 
projects in the city, gave 
aldermen the plans for revitaliz- 
ing the square. Antaramian 
recently purchased the post office 
lot on Indiana Street with which 
he hopes to provide critically 
needed parking spaces for the 
plan. The lot will provide 39

In addition, the city is planning 
on a 27-car municipal parking 
area on Chestnut Street that 
would provide parking for the pro- 
ject.

NEWTON — Public Works Com- 
missioner Charles Thomas said 
Friday he is resigning from the ci- 
ty payroll to take a position with 
Antaramian Construction Inc. in 
Newton. 


Thomas, who has been DPW 
commissioner since 1978, said Fri- 
day that he is 
leaving to take a 
“management 
position’ with 
Antaramian. 
Thomas declined 
to elaborate fur- 
ther about his 
new position. 
Thomas’ resignation is effective 
July 14. Following a brief vaca- 
tion, Thomas said he would start 
work with with Antaramian. 





In his resignation letter to 
Mayor Theodore Mann, Thomas 
said he has ‘‘an opportunity to ap- 
piy the skills and experiences 
which I have gained in a challeng- 
ing position in the private sector. I 
feel this is an opportunity which I 
should pursue.” 


Thomas said current negotia- 
» tions between Local 800 and the ci- 
ty had nothing to do with his 
resignation. Officials are 
negotiating a fiscal year 1983 
budget recommendation to cut 
two-man trash pick-up teams to 
one-man. 


Mann accepted the resignation 
with regrets and wrote in a letter 
to Thomas that ‘I delight at the 
opportunity for your professional 
ativancement in the private sec- 
- tor.” 


Thomas, 36, an Upper Falls 
resident, said Friday that, ‘I’ve 


thoroughly enjoyed it. It was a 
great learning experience for 
me."’ He said the greatest 
“challenge’’ as commissioner 
was making the department work 
more efficiently under Proposi- 
tion 2's. “I think we've done that 
successfully,’’ Thomas said. 
Thomas was also the city’s Direc- 
tor of Planning from 1972-78. 









Mayor Mann said Friday he has 
begun accepting applications for 
the commissioner's $41,390-a: r 
post, an appointed position, ‘I'd 
like it to be a highly qualified per- 
son,” said Mann. He declined 
comment on whether a new com- 
missioner would be hired from 
within city departments. 







Alderman Richard McGrath, 
Chairman of the Aldermanic 
Public Facilities Committee, said 
he thinks a search committee 
should be formed to establish 
criteria and qualifications for the 
position. ‘“‘A search committee 
should be established immediate- 
ly,” said McGrath.

NEWTON - The Newton-based Action For Children’s Television 
(ACT) filed suit last Tuesday in Federal District Court in Washington, 
D.C., against the Federal Trade Commission (FTC) for failing to ar- 
rive at a decision on an ACT petition filed 12 years ago. 


According to Peggy Charren, ACT president, the FTC is being sued 
“for not making a final decision’ on the 1970 ACT petition. The petition 
proposed that each television station should provide a minimum of pro- 
gramming for young audiences. Charren said the FTC should establish 
“rules and guidelines” to enforce minimum programming for youth. 


Each of the commission’s seven members, as well as the agency 
-itself, is being sued for failing to act on the petition within a reasonable 


Charren said the agency's deferred action on the request is due large- 
-ly to President Ronald Reagan’s attitude toward ‘‘deregulation” The 
“commission is headed by Mark Fowler, who is a Reagan appointee. 


Television stations are obligated under the Federal Trade Com- 
“munications Act to serve the public interest, Charren noted. She added 
that they are not however obligated to provide “good” programming.

According to Charren, no children’s shows are aired from 7 a.m.8 
p.m. “This is ridiculous...television is a major educational system. The

Politics, of course 


Veterans in the city of Newton have a 
choice of parades this weekend. And if 
they aren’t aware of the political mess 
which brought this strange situation about, 
they might even feel honored to have two 
full-fledged parades in their honor. 


The sac thing about it all is that the two 
parades are neither necessary nor logical 
since they dilute what should have been 
one grand gathering to honor the living 
and dead of this country’s branches of ser- 
vice. 

Two weeks ago a group met at the 
Newton Police station to begin working out 
the long-standing prejudices and bigotry 
which exist in this city. Now, rumor has it, 
those meetings have been canned. Nipping 
progress in the bud, it would appear. 


That same prejudice which too often 
weaves its way into the politics of this city 
surfaces again on Sunday, when the 
Nonantum Children’s Christmas Party

If you are a veteran, you have to 
question how Newton politics came to be so 
powerful and divisive that it wrenched 
cooperation and unity into two opposing 
camps. 


In an early press release from the city 
concerning Newton’s official parade, the 
parade theme was declared to be ‘‘A Com- 
munity United.” 


For political observors it is obviously a 
community divided.

Under the 150 percent classification, 15,586 (72 percent) homeowners 
face tax increases and 6,016 will receive tax decreases. The maximum 
rate for commercial taxpayers will result in increases for 519 
businesses and decreases for 221 businesses. 

Many aldermen appear unwilling to decrease the maximum business 
rate despite complaints from Chamber of Commerce officials that it is 
forcing small businesses out of the city. 

Alderman Ethel Sheehan, who had previously supported taxing 
businesses at 140 percent, said she changed her mind in light of in- 
formation provided by assessors and the Mann administration's 
refusal to use surplus funds to reduce the commercial tax burden, She 
noted that commercial taxpayers can pass the increases on to con- 
sumers while homeowners have no recourse. 

Alderman Rodney Barker was quick to point out that aldermen will 
be providing the major utilities receiving significant tax reductions 
with an additional break. City assessors have estimated that New 
England Telephone and Boston Edison will receive a $2.5 million tax 
reduction this year. 

Furthermore, Palmer told aldermen that every 5 percent reduction 
from the maximum business rate will result in an additional $65,340 in 
taxes for utilities. 

Palmer said every 5 percent reduction from the maximum rate 
represents an additional $606,515 shift to residential properties or a $27 
increase on the average residential tax bill. 

Under revaluation, city homeowners have been forced to pick up a 
$3.5 million shift in property taxes previously paid by commercial tax- 
payers. If aldermen do not approve classification by June 10, the effec- 
tive tax rate of $24.20 would automatically be used. In addition, if the 
bills are not mailed by June 1 the monies collected could not be used in 
this fiscal year (which ends June 30). 

President of the Newton Chamber of Commerce James Miller, mean- 
while, argued that the new information released by assessors supports 
providing a lower rate for businesses. He said: ‘Probably the most 
alarming statistic is they (a sors) have stated that 70 percent of the 
businesses have gone up. That is totally consistent with what happened 
to the residential clas 

Lewis Songer, the chamber’ 's executive vice president, said it was un- 
fortunate that aldermen were acting on the matter in the ‘eleventh 
hour." 

“That is not the way to conduct the public's business,”’ he said. 

Alderman Joseph DePasquale, meanwhile, argued that the city may

Frank to seniors: I'll think of you

NEWTON Congressman 
Barney Frank addressed an 
overflow crowd of senior citizens 
at Eliot Church Friday to assure 
them he would have them in mind 
when the $784 billion fiscal 1983 
budget comes up for a vote this 
week in the House of Represen- 
tatives.

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Revised bid specs win 
okay from school board

NEWTON - Revised, less stringent bid specifications for special 
transportation were unanimously approved by the School Committee 
Monday. y 

The original bids for special transportation for Newton students had 
come in $115,000 higher than budgeted and were rejected by the School 
Committee recently in favor of rebidding with contract terms more in 
line with the current contract. 

The school’s five-year contract with Commonwealth Coach of Med- 
ford for transportation of special education, bilingual, work-study and 
some kindergarten students expires at the end of this year. 

According to Support Services Director Roy Cornelius, the revisions 
bring back standards for special transportation to what the schools cur- 
rently have with two exceptions: snow tires between Nov. 15 and April 
15 and child-proof door buttons. 

As the result of complaints about service, particularly special educa- 
tion transportation, parents of special education children, the School 
Committee and the Special Education Department had sought upgrad- 
ed demands on transportation companies. Some of the apparently cost- 
ly demands were for vehicles not more than two years old, vehicles 
equipped with two-way radios and an exclusive Newton dispatcher to 
notify parents of any delays or problems. 

Cornelius said the bilingual transportation alone under the upgraded 
specifications would have cost somewhere in the vicinity of $101,000 
against the $20,865 budgeted for the 85 students who use the service. He 
added that the bids for kindergarten transportation would have cost 
$94,000 against the budget of $10,000 for 79 students. 

Bids were opened for the new contracts April 15 and were divided into 
four categories: passenger vehicle transportation inside of Newton, 
wheelchair van transportation inside of Newton, and both wheelchair 
and passenger service outside of Newton. Commonwealth Coach was 
the lowest bidder for two categories and H.C. Transportation and 
Suburban Transportation were the low bidders for the remaining 
areas. Cornelius said the total special transportation cost was budgeted 
at approximately $402,000 and the total of the low bids came in at over 
$518,000. 

Cornelius said the contracts for special transportation will be three- 
year contracts rather than the five-year contract held by Com- 
monwealth Coach. 


Fraser to step down as 
Building Department head 


NEWTON — Building Commissioner Allan Fraser Monday handed 
his resignation to the mayor, becoming the second city department 
head to resign within a week. 


Fraser, who has headed the Building Department for nearly six 
years, said he is resigning in order to run his own general contracting 
and construction business. Fraser, who earns approximately $33,000 
per year, will officially leave his post Sept. 17. 


Fraser joins Department of Public Works Commissioner Charles 
Thomas who announced his resignation last Thursday. Thomas, who 
earns $41,390, is taking a position with the Antaramian Construction Co. 
‘n Newton beginning July 14. 


“It’s just time to make a change,” Fraser said in a telephone inter- 
view. He said it was merely a ‘‘coincidence”’ that both his and Thomas’ 
resignation came within a week. 


In his formal letter to Mayor Theodore Mann, Fraser, appointed 
building commissioner in September 1976, wrote: “‘I have now served 
in municipal government for a total of eight years. It has been a 
challenge and an education which I shall always remember. The time 
has now come for me to persue a career in the private sector where I 
can utilize my abilities to their best advantage.’ Fraser said he made 
the decision with ‘mixed emotions.” 
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Morris pushes for 
rules changes on 
garages, housing 


NEWTON — Aldermanic Land Use Com- 
mittee Chairman Terry Mortis exchanged his 
gavel for a microphone Monday night to 
recommend emendments to city ordinances 
on parking garages and low-income housing. 

Morris was concerned that, under existing 
laws, ‘‘Someone could build a four-story park- 
ing facility without any review by the 
aldermen.”” 

He referred to ‘‘the village character of the 
city’’ and complained, ‘‘We expend countless 
hours on minutia and we have no say on a four- 
story parking facility.” 

Morris’ recommended change in the or- 
dinance would provide the Board of Aldermen, 
through the special permit procedure, a voice 
in the construction of such facilities. 
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Representatives of the League of Women 
Voters and the Chamber of Commerce ex- 
pressed opposition to Morris’ proposal, saying 
it would unecessarily discourage development 
in the city. 








Morris said he thought the aldermen’s role 
in land development matters should expand. 
“We will see, in the 80's, the single most im- 
portant land use issue will be the intensifica- 
tion of land use in the city,’ he said. 

Addressing himself to low-income housing, 
Morris proposed two ordinance changes. 
First, he objected to the practice of developers 
leasing low-income housing to the city.

With the slowdown in the construction of new 
housing, he said, the city could eventually find 
all of its low-income housing had disappeared 
by attrition. “If we had to continue with the 
present methods, we would find at the end of 15 
years that we had no more low-income housing 
in the city,’’ he said. 
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Morris suggested the laws be amended so 
that low-income units be deeded to the city 
permanently. 


The Chairman of the Land Use Committee 
also recommended that the percentage of low- 
income housing in future developments be in- 
creased from 10 to 20. He pointed to the drying 
up of federal housing grants and said that, in 
the future, very little subsidized housing would 
be produced.

“Michael competed with top students from 
husetts for this award and has 
‘ated his worthiness to receive 
this scholarship,” Senator Tsongas said in 
making the announcement. “I am confident 
that he will not only represent the state of 
Massachusetts well during his stay in Japan, 
but will also be a fine representative of our 
country."’ 

Wishnie is the son of Phyllis and Howard 
Wishnie of 191 Waban Avenue in Waban. He 
will spend two months in Japan this summer 
as a “member” of a Japanese family. Before 
departing for Japan in June, the winners will 
be brought to Washington to meet with their 
Senators and the Japanese Ambassador. In 
preparation for the trip, the students also 
receive several days of orientation and train- 
ing on Japanese culture and language. Ten- 
tative plans also include a meeting with Prime 
Minister Suzuki upon their arrival in Japan. 

Funding for the scholarship was announced 
last May by Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki dur- 
ing a visit at the United States Capitol. The 
scholarship is administered by Youth for 
Understanding, an international student ex- 
change organization. Youth for Understanding 
is one of the largest exchange programs in the 
United States in terms of the number of 
students it exchanges annually. 

The selection process for the Japan-U.S. 
Senate Scholarship Program for Youth for 
Understanding began last fall when nomina- 
tions were sought from high schools 
throughout the state. After the initial sereen- 
ing of applications by the Admissions Commit- 
tee at Youth for Understanding to determine 
the semifinalists in each state, the selection 
process was turned over to the Massachusetts 
Selection Committee which interviewed each 
semifinalist and then recommended scholar- 
ship winners to the two U.S. Senators.

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Initial okay for 140% 
taxing of businesses

NEWTON After listening to stinging criticism from city 
businessmen, the Aldermanic Revaluation Subcommittee narrowly 
gave initial approval to a classification plan taxing commercial pro- 
perties at 140%. 


The classification plan, however, must come to the floor of the full 
board of aldermen for action in the coming weeks in what will almost 
surely be an emotional and heated debate. The Revaluation Sub- 
Committee voted 3 to 2 to tax businesses at 140% 


Ina related action, Alderman Carol Ann Shea told the committee she 
has filed a docket item to withhold a final $60,000 payment from the 
company that conducted revaluation - Finne: yan Associates of Acton. 


Mayor Theodore Mann and the Board of Assessors have recommend- 
ed that commercial properties be taxed at 150% ($34.59). Under 140% 
the commercial rate would decrease $2.21 to $32.38, while the proposed 
tax rate for homeowners would increase $1.32 from to $21.40.

City businessmen contend the maximum rate is unfair and will drive 
businesses out of the city or simply be passed on to consumers. 

Under revaluation, homeowners must pick up a $3.5 million burden 
paid by commercial taxpayers before the project was implemented. If 
150% classification is not used that figure will be even higher. 

City businessmen, however, have complained that it is the major 
utilities which are receiving the significant tax reductions. Small 
businesses, they argue, are being forced out of the city and squeezed by 
increased tax bills. According to assessors, Boston Edison and New 
England Telephone will receive an approximately $2.5 million reduc- 
tion in taxes. 

“T want to make it perfectly clear that I think the revaluation process 
has been a disaster,’’ said Shea in requesting final payments to Fin- 
negan be withheld. 

“The only thing I can do it try to have some kind of a better deal for 
businessmen and withhold money from Mr. Finnegan,” she said. 

While several aldermen staked out the pro-business side on the 
classification e, an angry Alderman Dominic Taglienti, also a city 
apartment owner, spoke up for absent homeowners. “I’m going to hang 
on to 150 percent,’’ shouted Taglienti. ‘I am not going to hurt 90,000 peo- 
ple.” 

Catcalls from the sparse crowd followed. “What about 
business?....Where did they (homeowners) get there money?” 

Lewis Songer, executive vice president of the Newton Chamber of 
Commerce, was pleased by the 140% vote. Chamber officials had been 
told by city officials that an alternative to the 150% would not even be 
considered. 

“It's certainly a good step forward," said Songer. 

Before the vote, Alderman Richard Bullwinkle quizzed Chief 
Assessor Robert Palmer for data on precisely how many businesses 
face property tax incre; e decreases. Palmer said 
he did not have an anal. 

“How can you figure this and know what you are trying to do unless 
you know the size of the problem?” asked a perplexed Bullwinkle He 
argued that it was impossible for the board to make a rationale deci- 
sion without the information. 

Meanwhile, Alderman Richard McGrath, the most vocal revaluation 
critic, continued his criticism of the project. McGrath noted the city 
was forced to hire a private consultant help Finnegan complete work 
on commercial assessments, 

“Most people are not unhappy because they are getting a higher tax 
bill,”’ he asserted. ‘‘But because they (assessments) are unequal.’’ He 
said both commercial and residential property should “‘join together" 
and reject the project. 

Chairman of the Revaluation Subcommitte Paul Coletti stressed that 
would only force an $11 million budget cut. He accused McGrath of 
“trying to run for mayor three years early.””

County still at odds 
with city on tax bill 


NEWTON — The Middlesex County District 
Attorney's office has not yet decided whether 
to appeal a ruling that allows the city to keep 
$130,000 it made by not paying the $2 million 
county assessment in 1979-81. 

assachusetts Appeals Court last week 
ruled Newton could keep the profit it made by 
not paying the assessment and investing the 
funds. 








Middlesex County Assistant DA Peter 
Agnes said a decision is likely on whether an 
appeal will be filed to the state Supreme 
Judicial Court by week's end. The DA’s office 
has 20 days to appeal the case. 


In a nine-page court decision, Judge John 
Greaney said state law limits the county to col- 
lecting only an eight percent penalty fee on un- 
paid assessments. 

Mayor Theodore Mann, president of the Mid- 
dlesex County Advisory Board, meanwhile, us- 
ed his weekly press conference last Tuesday to 
criticize county government. Mann claimed 
the city ‘‘derives very little benefit from com- 
munity services.”” 

The suit was initiated to protest county spen- 
ding and the failure of the county to provide 
annual finance reports on county expenditures 
as required under state law. 

Mann threatened that if the county continues 
to fail to provide the annual finance reports the 
city would ‘‘once again examine the policy of 
withholding to achieve the objective.” 


Former Alderman Mark White, who in- 
itiated the withholding of the assessments 
along with Alderman Terry Morris to protest 
what he called the ‘ripoff’ of county govern- 
ment, said he was not surprised by the deci- 
sion, 






“T never had any doubt the city would win,”’ 
said White, a Boston attorney. ‘‘A first year 
lawyer could win it...I] knew it (the county's 
argument) was nonsense."’ In a June 10, 1980 
memo to aldermen, White wrot The county 
alleges they are entitled to excess profits bas- 
ed on a constructive trust theory (i.e. the city 
has held the funds in trust for the county and 
are therefore accountable for any profits). 
This claim is hogwash and has little legal 
basis.‘ 






White noted that the city may possibly have 
made thousands of dollars more than $130,000 
if the county assessments continued to be 
withheld during an appeal. ‘The city could 
have been entitled to two more years of in- 
terest,”’ he said. 


Newton started a taxpayer's revolt by 
withholding the assessment with four other 
communities following the lead and refusing to 
pay the assessment. Other communities, in- 
cluding Framingham, paid in full after the 
county won a ruling in Middlesex Superior 
Court.

Hyde options ‘not 
feasible’ to some in city 


NEWTON — Two options developed by a 
Wellesley architectural firm for rebuilding 
space at the Hyde School are ‘‘not feasible’’, 
according to the city’s Design Review Com- 
mittee because of high cost and disruption. 

Hither of the plans developed by the firm, 
Kubitz and Pepi, for rebuilding space lost in 
the April 1981 fire at the elementary school in 
Newton Highlands would cost over $1.5 million 
and both would require moving some 
classrooms during the school year. 

According to Hyde PTA co-president Tink 
Gunnoe, also a member of Design Review, the 
committee finds neither option feasible. 

Design Review is urging city officials to con- 
sider rehabilitation of the burned building 
(especially by rebuilding only two floors of the 
three-story building) and construction of a 
“stand alone’’ addition to the 1906 structure 
with minimal tie-in to that building. This new 
construction could be done by demolishing the 
burned building and using that site. 

While the architects admit that the cost of 
option two ‘‘may be prohibitive’ at an 
estimated total of over $2.6 million, option two 
is recommended over option one if funds are 
available. 
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Low turnout at business reval hearing

NEWTON Approximately 125 
businessmen Thursday night protested in- 
creased taxes under revaluation and a 
classification plan they claimed will stifle 
economic growth and drive businesses out of 
the city. 

In a public hearing for commercial proper- 
ties on revaluation at Newton South High 
School, businessmen sharply criticized a 
recommendation by Mayor Theodore Mann 
and city assesssors to tax commercial, in- 
dustrial and personal property at the max- 
imum allowed under state law - 150 percent. 

James Miller, president of the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce, said the maximum 














Richard Bram, owner of Bram’s Tire and 
Auto Service on Walnut Street and 11 other 
buildings, contended his buildings are valued 
15 to 20 percent higher than fair market value. 

Bram said his tenants already ‘‘squeezed by 
inflation” and “just getting by" will have a 
tough time paying rent increases. He said: “I 
really believe that if this 150 percent is used 
many businesses will go under or move out."” 

George Berbeco, president of Charleswater, 
bought his building on Border Street last July. 
Berbeco faces a $4,000 increase in taxes for the 
building. 

Berbeco said the high tech industry, which 
employs about 25 people, would certainly 
move if the company was renting the 24,000 
square feet. ‘I wouldn’t even think twice about 


Joseph Alexander, head of the Newton Tax- 
payers Association, said that businesses would 
only pass the increased taxes on to customers 
or close up shop. 

“We have to stop being fooled that someone 
else is going to pay,’’ he asserted. ‘Business is 
a conduit. Either business will fail or pass it 
on."’ Alexander urged aldermen to consider a 
tax cut to reduce taxes for all property owners.

‘Newton based businesses must compete to 
survive and therefore Newton must compete,” 
asserted Miller. ‘‘As a city we can not afford 
an anti-business climate. And businesses will 
not put up with it!”’ 

Miller labeled the accelerated revaluation 
conducted by Finnegan Associates of Acton an 
act of “desperation,” “ill advised” and ‘‘con- 
trived.”’ Miller also took city officials to task 
for ignoring r ed requests from chamber 
officials for data on revaluation. 

About 25 businessman, most dressed in shirt 
and tie, strode to the microphone to knock 
revaluation and the city plan to tax business at 
the maximum 150 percent. 

Mario Boccabella, a Newton Highlands 
business proprietor, said the increased taxes 
and maximum classification would destroy 
what he called the ‘‘unique”’ village life in the 
city. 

Boccabella, who has revitalized the Newton 
Highlands area in the last six years with a deli, 
bakery and other shops, predicted that 
business rehabilitation and store im- 
provements in business centers will make way 
for depressed districts with ‘marginal 
businesses leaving.”’ 

“T resent the fact that some of these people 
will have to leave because they were unfairly 
taxed,”’ said Boccabella after citing increased 
fees and taxes under Proposition 2%. ‘‘We are 
being taxed to death.” 

Stephen Weisberg, who owns the building 
housing New England Woodwind Exchange, 
Giorgio’s restaurant and others at 65-73 Union 
Street, faces a $7,700 property tax increase on 
the property. Weisberg called the methods us- 
ed by Finnegan for determining his new 
assessment ‘‘inappropriate and invalid.”’ 

He said the comparable sale used by the 
company, a building on Sumner Street, in no 
way resembled the Union Street property. 
Weisberg said his business tenants may be 
forced to leave the city. 

The accelerated revaluation, recently com- 
pleted, was implemented last May to raise the 
tax levy and avoid an $11 million cut in this 
years municipal budget. The state has given 
initial certification to both commercial and 
residential ments. 

Henry Lyden, a businessman from Temp- 
tronic Inc. on Chapel Street, said the increased 
taxes and classification would either force 
businesses to move or mean fewer jobs and in- 
come for the city. 

“We have to pass the st on," Lyden said 
of property tax increa: “That obviously 
makes us less competitive than if our costs 
were lower.”

Neil McPhee considers it the 
end of an era. It’s not often a 
coach has the pleasure of handl- 
ing an athlete with the qualities of 
a Steve Mosca, but in McPhee’s 
many years as hockey and 
baseball coach at Newton South, 
he’s had the opportunity not once, 
not twice, but four times. Not 
coincidently, all have been 
Moscas, with Steve, who 
graduates this year, being the last 
of the line. 

“They've all been good 
athletes,’ says McPhee. “But 
that isn’t what has impressed me 
about them. Their leadership 
qualities and the respect they 
have commanded from team- 
mates has been the biggest 
thing.”” 

The tradition at Newton South 
began more than a decade ago 
with Mike Mosca, who played 
hockey under McPhee. He was 
followed by Dave and then Bob, 
both hockey captains. But Steve, a 
captain this past year in football, 
hockey and baseball, is probably 
the most talented of them all. “I 
think his best sport ultimately will 
be hockey,” said Neil. ‘“‘But he is 
very talented in all three.” 

Mosca agrees with his coach.

He enjoys whatever sport he hap- 
pens to be playing at the time, but 
his first love is hockey. ‘I'll be at- 
tending Fitchburg State after I 
graduate and hockey is the sport I 
want to play. I just like it more,” 
he says. 

A Dual County League All-Star 
in hockey last winter — he led the 
Lions with 10 goals and 20 assists 
— Mosca has switched gears this 
spring to become an_ integral 
member of the baseball team. The 
1982 season has really been a test 
of Mosca's leadership qualities. 
While the Lions have been flying, 
winning 11 straight at one point 
and currently rolling along with a 
12-4 record, Mosca has been doing 
anything but that. He got a hit in 
the first game of the season and 
then went to the plate 18 times 
before getting another. He has re- 
bounded somewhat, but his 
average is still in the low .200's 
and doesn't figure to rise much. 
“The problem with high school 
ball is that the season's so short 
you have to get off to a good 
start,’ McPhee points out. “If you 
don't, you can forget about having 
a good average. Steve fell into a 
slump early, but I expect him to 
break out and do some damage in 
the tournament.”’ 

Many high schoolers would let 
such a disastrous start affect their 


entire game, but, to his credit, 
Mosca hasn't. ‘His defense has 
picked us up considerably,”’ says 
McPhee. 

Mosca was forced to make the 
difficult transition from third 
base to shortstop early in the year 
when regular shortstop Brian 
Lewis tore knee ligaments. 
Mosca, who had never played a 
minute of short in high school, has 
adapted to the position beautiful- 
ly. With Lewis out again after be- 
ing struck in the eye with a ball, it 
appears Mosca will remain there 
the rest of the year. 

“He's like another coach to me 
on the field,"’ praises Neil. ‘He's 
the most alert player I have. He'll 
constantly pick up little things 
that the other team is doing and 
point them out to the other 
players. That’s what makes him 
so valuable.” 

And Mosca will hit eventually. 
McPhee likens his abilities in that 
area to a basketball player who 
wants to take that last shot when 
the game is on the line. Mosca is 
much the same way. He blasted a 
three-run homer to win a tourna- 
ment game last year against 
Melrose and contributed a key 
double which led to a victory over 
Boston Latin in the finals of the 
Watertown Tournament. Talk of 
Mosca and you're talking of a

“clutch” hitter, “It's something 
you're born with,’’ explains 
McPhee. “and Steve has an abun- 
dance of it.

The mediators say they were attracted to 
the Consumer Protection Division through 
their own consumer experiences. Linda Price, 
who is studying to be an accountant, says, “I 
grew up reading Consumer Reports, and I use 
their manual when purchasing anything. Con- 
sumers can act for themselves if they are 
aware of their rights."’ 

Diane K. Judem, a_ psychiatric social 
worker, saw an ad looking for volunteers in a 
local paper when looking for a job.’ I have 
always been interested in consumer rights and 
I wanted to learn more, so I thought I would 
volunteer. I enjoyed it and thought it so in- 
teresting that when I got a paying job I worked 
my schedule so that I could continue my work 
with the Consumer Protection Division.” 

Gabriel Lightman is a retired restaurateur. 
He says, ‘‘Retired people tend to believe they 
are a little removed from the mainstream. 
This job helps me keep in touch. I look forward 
to it. I’m still useful.”” 

Mim Cole, homemaker, also saw an ad in the 
paper and responded to this new type of 
volunteer work. ‘I've been involved in con- 
sumerism myself and I felt I could share my 
experience with others. There are so many in- 
equities in consumer affairs, and this is my 
way of trying to correct them.” 

Howard J. Lipton, director of Human Ser- 
vices noted that volunteers are welcomed by 
the Department of Human Services. Lipton 
said, ‘The Consumer Protection Division of- 
fers an excellent service that is made even bet- 
ter by these committed volunteers. Through 
their effort local consumers have saved 
thousands of dollars in goods or services.” 

According to the division’s coordinators, 
Mary Ann Albert and Fredi Shonkoff, the 
Newton Consumer Protection Division is a 
grass roots organization that cuts through the 
red tape. Local groups are more attractive to 
the elderly and shut-ins, rather than appealing 
toa state office.

Shea said she was intimidated by the 
drastic nature of the proposed zoning 
change.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
There was this psycholanalyst 
who asked a mermaid named 
Ethel about how to stop his split- 
ting headaches. Ethel just shook 
her head, then told him to swim 
out to her 

You want me to sink under 
water,” said the analyst. ‘‘This is 
ridiculous.” 

“So, sue me,’ said the mer- 
maid. ‘‘Not only do I know what 
causes your headaches but you 
deserve the worst.” 


The analyst complied, and was 


told, ‘‘I wanted to see if you are 
really serious about changing 
your life so you can get rid of 
those headaches.” 

This exchange between the 


analyst and his ‘inner adviser”’ il- 


lustrates a steadily growing 
movement in American 
psychology eping into physi- 





cians’ offices and schools as well

Recently applications to healing 
were explored in San Francisco at 
a symposium sponsored by Mar- 
quette University, the University 
of San Francisco and the Institute 
for the Advancement of Human 
Behavior.

Power of the Imagination.” 
Theodore Barber of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago said the biggest 
push for the imagery movement 
occurred in studies of hypnosis. 





For s, he said, it was claimed 
hypnotists had some special 
power. However, the most impor- 


tant fact was that good or bad 
results of hypnosis depended on 
the subject, and the best subjects 
were those with extraordinarily 
active imaginations. 

Barber says these were the peo- 
ple who see auras and appari- 
tions, who have physical orgasms 
with fantasy lovers, who ex- 
perience precognition and who 
live many of their waking hours in 
fantasy. As children they had im- 
aginary companions, and as they 
grew older their imaginary world 
didn’t end. They just stopped talk- 
ing about it. 

Barber said the point is that if 
people can accomplish various 
feats under hypnotism, then with 
training the mind can perform the 
same feats without h 
erybody fanta as a 
child, and Barber says much of 
this imaginative power can be 
regained by adults. He 
enumerated numerous 
achievements accomplished with 
the help of hypnosis that have 
been replicated by experimental 
psychologi 

In four separate studies women 
have succeeded in enlarging their 
breast measurements within two 
months by an average of one to 
two inches. 

In various controlled ex- 
periments people have imagined 
away their warts, cured certain 
skin diseases, rid themselves of 
migraine headaches, diminished 
hypertension and eliminated 
asthma. 

How these results physically oc 
cur is not known. Perhaps breast 
enlargements follow from _ in- 
creased blood flow or maybe 
because of extra prolactin. Warts 
may shrivel and die for the op- 
posite reason, lack of blood. 

In some reported cases, cancers 
have mysteriously disappeared in 
patients with strongly positive 
mental attitudes. The 
phenomenon has no explanation. 

Martin L. Rossman, a 
Sausalito, Calif., physician, 
became interested in imagery 
after concluding that pills and po- 
tions at best helped only 30 per- 
cent of his patients. 

With imagery techniques, he 
said ‘ta Californian who wore 
gloves’’ because of a rare disease 
that cut blood off from his hands 
was cured. He said a woman with 
such painful urination that she 
had her uretha dilated every three 
weeks learned to relax, and the 
problem disappeared.

How to get in shape 
for tennis season 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) For those 
picking up their tennis game after a 
winter hiatus, tennis star Harold 
Solomon has a warning: ‘‘Don’t try to do 
too much too soon.” 

“You've got to ease your way back in- 
to it.” 

For starters, get some exercise, says 
Solomon, who took time out from a tight 
schedule on the Volvo Grand Prix circuit 
to pass along his advice to the weekend 
player. 

“Ride a stationary or regular bicycle 
to get the legs in shape and build up car- 
dio vascular endurance. 

“Jumping rope is something just 
about everyone can do. Start with two 
minutes. Build up a minute a day to 10." 

But Solomon, of Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., says, ‘‘I’m not a real porponent of 
running long distances.” 

Sprinting’s okay. But he says, ‘‘Long 
distance is rough on the back and pelvic 
area — too much pounding. The less you 
do, the better. I’m not doing any myself 
anymore.”’ 

A lot of people who play develop lower 
back problems. He suggests the best 
conditioner for them is swimming. 

Solomon, 30, a Rice University 
graduate who cracked the top five rank- 
ing on the ATP computer in 1980, 





believes as strongly in stretching before 
playing as he disbelieves in jogging. 
“You have to do a lot of stretching 
also. We try to do a minimum of 20 
minutes before and after playing to

loosen everything. And we're probably 
less prone than the average player to in- 
jury. 

“If more people would put more time 
into stretching there would be fewer hurt 
elbows and shoulders and pulled leg 
muscles.” 

Should this apply to the weekend 
player? 

“Well,’’ he says, “try to do as much as 
you can.” 


Finally on the court, Solomon says it's 
still not time to start playing. Warm up. 
“Hit some balls. Do a few drills. Prac- 


tice down the line forehands and 
backhands. Hit some volleys and 
overheads. Get used to hitting those 


shots for doubles; to moving around 
quickly up there at the net.” 
Far preferable to an annual effort to 
get in shape, he says, is to stay in shape. 
“Tn the long run, it’s a lot easier.”’ 


What to use for insulation 


An insulating material is any substance 
that does not readily conduct heat. Cop- 
per, for example, conducts heat very ef- 
ficiently; so it is not an insulating 
material. Wood does not conduct heat; 
so it is a good insulator. 

Experience has shown that certain 
materials are good to use in insulating a 
home because (1.) they don’t conduct 
heat, and thus block the passage of the 
heat from inside of your home; and (2.) 
they are easy to apply. 

The most commonly used insulating 
materials are: 

Rock wool: An inert, fibrous material 
that resists fire and provides good in- 
sulating qualities. You can buy it in 
batts, which are pieces either 15 or 23 in- 
ches wide, and either four or eight feet 
long — or in blankets, 15 and 23 inches 
wide in a continuous roll.

Fiber glass; The spun fibers of glass, 
matted to make a soft fabric that does 
not burn or conduct heat. It also is 
available in batts or blankets. 

You can buy batts or blankets of both 
materials with a vapor barrier backing 
or with just a paper backing. Batts are 
easier to handle than blankets because 
of their size, But you can cut blankets to 
the exact size, so they cause less waste 
during installation. 

In addition to batts and blankets, you 
can buy both materials as loose fill. This 
comes in bags and is poured to the 
desired thickness in areas such as the at- 
tic floor, Other insulating materials 
which come in loose fill form are ver- 
miculite, perlite and cellulose fiber. 

Professional insulators blow loose fill 
types of insulation into spaces needing 
insulating.

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Learn how to garden 


Television gardener Dick Raymond 
likes to say he has a PHD — a Practical 
Horticultural Degree 

The genial Vermonter and star of the 
nationally syndicated television garden- 
ing series Dick Raymond's Garden says 
he learned to garden “by trial and er- 
ror.”’ 

The youngest of nine children, Ray- 
mond was born on a Vermont farm dur- 
ing the Depression and started to help 
grow food for his family when he was 6 
years old 

“It’s surprising 
learn,” Raymond 
telephone interview. 

Raymond and his wife, Jan, live within 
view of the house where he was born in 
North Ferrisburg more than 50 years 
ago. 

His 3 ‘2 acre test gardens there include 
a 24-by-24-foot vegetable plot he calls his 
eternal yield garden. 

“T’ve never fed this garden an ounce of 
fertilizer — no compost, no manure, 
nothing. But it’s fed me plenty for the 
past 10 years.” 

As soon as he can work the soil in spr- 
ing, Raymond plants half the plot to peas 
and the other half, to a wide variety of 
his family’s favorite vegetables 
squash, onions, carrots, beets, potatoes, 
cucumbers and tomatoes, to name a few. 

Each year he switches, planting 
English peas and snap beans where the 
other vegetables had been, and vice ver- 
sa. 
He also changes the positions of the 
vegetable rows every other year to 
help prevent damage from soil-borne 
disease. 

He said he gets along without commer- 
cial fertilizer because the pe nd snap 
beans provide ‘‘green manure.” He said 
they take nitrogen from the air and fix it 
to their roots. When they are tilled under 


Ways to fight 


Are you repainting inside this spring 
because the colors on your walls have 
faded? If so, it makes sense to pick a 
latex that has good fade resistance so 
you won't have to repaint egain so soon. 

But fade resistance varies greatly 
from color to color. If you want to paint 
in pink, gold or especially yellow, you'll 
have a more limited selection of fade- 
resistant paints than you would in white, 
green or blue. 

A brand's hiding power is another 
characteristic that varies from color to 
color. If you're painting over the same 
color, it’s not something that will con- 
cern you much. But if you’re changing 
the color, or if you're painting a surface 
that is spotted or defaced, then hiding 
power becomes important. 

Chances are that you won't find a paint 
that will do the job with one coat, and 
you'll have to use two. That’s what Con- 
sumer Reports’ chemists found when 
they tested 32 latex wall paints. 

The variations within brands were so 
great, the color you want will determine 
which brand will serve you best. Here 
are the top three in the colors tested.

after harvest, they return more nitrogen 
to the soil than they needed to grow 
They enrich the soil with essential 
nutrients and organic matter to nourish 
other crops that follow 

Raymond said he tested his crop rota- 
tion system for 10 years before writing 
about it. 

As soon as the pea crop is picked, he 
tills in the green vines and plants snap 
beans that will also give nitrogen to the 
soil and will grow well during the hot 
days of summer as peas will not 

After the bean season ends, he tills 
under their plants and puts in annual 
ryegrass to insulate and protect the soil 
during the winter. He also plants annual 
ryegrass on the other half after the 
harvest is over. 

Over the years he and Mrs, Raymond 
have filled their root cellar with hun- 
dreds of jars of home-canned 
vegetables, pickles, relishes and fruit, 
and baskets of squash, carrots, onions, * 
beets and potatoes 

Gardening even helped them pay for 
their house, he said. Fifteen or more 
years ago they grew so much on a one- 
acre plot, he said, ‘it was easy to make 
$1,000 to $1,500 a s on” selling the ex- 
cess produce at a roadside stand,” 

While his neighbors were picking their 
first crop, he was harvesting his second. 

“T had everything early, so I always 
got top price.” 


His enthusiasm for gardening is 
shared by the whole family — which in- 
cludes three daughters and five grand- 
children, ranging in age from a few 
weeks to 10 years 


























Well, Raymond admitted, the 3-week- 
old grandson isn’t quite ready for it yet, 
but the 10-year-old, Brian Bordeg has 
had his own garden since he was 3 years 
old.

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‘Phantom building’ will 
raise tax rate almost $2

NEWTON The city’s chief assessor Mon- 
day night told stunned aldermen that an “‘er- 
ror’’ in the revaluation has forced nearly a $2 
increase in the proposed commercial rate and 
almost $1 increase in the residential tax rate. 

Assessors, according to chief Assessor 
Robert Palmer, discovered that a non-existent 
residential property valued at almost $150 
million was being used to calculate the propos- 
ed new tax rates under classification. The er- 
ror will result in commercial and residential 
taxpayers paying nearly $2 million more than 
planned under previously proposed tax rates. 

Palmer told aldermen the non-existent 
listing was the result of a ‘‘data processing er- 
ror” that “slipped into the file."’ 

“Tt’s a mechanical data processing error,”’ 
said Palmer in response to a pointed question 
from Alderman Richard Bullwinkle. ‘You are 
talking about a $2 million increase,”’ snapped 
an angry Bullwinkle before quizzing Palmer. 

As late as a revaluation public hearing last 
Thursday, assessors were proposing a tax rate 
of $20.95 for residential taxpayers and $34.59 
for commercial taxpayers. 

As a result of the ‘‘error,”’ the new proposed 
tax rates are $21.87 per $1000 of assessed value 
for residential taxpayers and $36.30 per $1000 
value for businesses. The error has increased 
the previously proposed residential rate by 92 
cents and the commercial rate by $1.71. 

Both the proposed new rate and the 
previously used rate are based on the max- 
imum use of classification which allows cities 
and towns to tax commercial properties at a 
higher rate than homes. 

Under the proposal submitted to aldermen 
by Mayor Theodore Mann and assessors, city 
businesses may be taxed at the maximum rate 
allowed under state law - 150 percent. The 
classification rates must be approved by 
aldermen. 

Palmer said the increases were the result of 
negating errors and changing a number of 
assessments of city businesses after informal 


hearings that ended more than two weeks ago. 

In tax impact notices mailed to homeowners 
in February, assessors used an estimated tax 
rate of $22.10. Assessors used a proposed tax 
rate of $34.60 for commercial tax impact 
notices mailed in April. 

Revaluation Subcommittee Chairman Paul 
Coletti said he learned of the error last Friday. 
“T can’t defend it,’’ he told reporters after con- 
firming that the error was the result of a non- 
existent residential property being assessed at 
$150 million. 

“Tam really shocked that in essence we had 
a mini-revaluation within a revaluation,” said 
a disgusted Bullwinkle. ‘‘They have in essence 
raised taxes by close to $2 million.” 

“People who thought they were going to be 
okay will now find out they aren’t,”’ he said of 
the new increased rate for residential tax- 
payers. It (the residential tax rate) has gone 
up more than a buck. That’s an awful lot of 
money.” 

Alderman Joseph DePasquale agreed. ‘‘I 
think it’s unfortunate that we sent bills out 
with one figure and at this point in time the 
rate will be higher,’’ he said. 

Alderman Richard McGrath, the most vocal 
critic of the accelerated revaluation conducted 
by Finnegan and Associates of Acton, referred 
to the non-existent residential property as the 
“phantom property.”’ 

McGrath said he was not ‘‘surprised”’ by the 
error, noting that another non-existent home 
was also assessed. The veteran alderman said 
it was ‘‘disgusting”’ and ‘‘absurd’’ that the er- 
ror was made. 

“It’s a pity,’’ said Alderman Rodney 
Barker. “I was surprised by it,” said 
freshman Alderman Marcy Richmond. 

Lewis Songer, executive vice president of 
the Newton Chamber of Commerce, said the 
error ‘‘underscores”’ the assessor's inability to 
provide accurate information. 

John Rogers, president of a grassroots 
organization battling revaluation, called the 
error ‘‘one more piece of evidence of a job 
poorly done.”’

in the nuclear disarmament movement. 


About one month ago, Worth says he con- 
ceived an idea for how he could do 
something in support of nuclear disarma- 
ment. His idea was to encourage poets 
across this country and abroad to organize 
local readings which would stir public senti- 
ment on the issue.
